I WELCOME my friend’s work on the Four Gospels, and commend 
it to earnest and believing readers of the Holy Scriptures, who 
desire above all things for a fuller and clearer view, by every 
means possible, of the “days of the Son of Man.” 

Nothing is more easy, and few things are now more common, 
than to depreciate or even despise the work of ‘“ harmonisation.” 
And no doubt that work has been sometimes attempted in a 
manner which justifies criticism.

It will be found further, assuredly, that such a study, far 
from destroying the distinctive importance of each several Gospel 
for the believing reader, will only send him back to them with 
a keener eye for their characteristic treasures. 

May the Lord of the Gospels bless the work.

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PREFACE 


In placing before the public the result of nine years’ work, I 
should like to offer a few explanations. 

To the best of my belief this arrangement of the Gospels is 
different from anything that has yet appeared, from the second 
century days of Tatian the Encratite, and friend of Justin 
Martyr (whose Diatessaron forms so important a witness to our 
Canonical Gospels), up to more modern days of Tischendorf’s 
valuable work (in the Greek), of Mimpriss and Rushbrooke, and 
a present-day work of Canon Scott of Manchester, not to mention 
the works of numerous other English and German writers. 

When this work was begun it was not intended for publica- 
tion. 

Having to prepare a course of sermons for Holy Week, I 
found it almost impossible to obtain a clear and succinct view 
of all that the Evangelists have to say. 

For my own enlightenment and satisfaction I produced an 
interwoven narrative which I found to be of the greatest help. 

The result was so decidedly useful and attractive that I pro- 
ceeded with the Resurrection story. Then came the idea, If 
these parts can be thus unified, why not the whole Gospel 
narrative? So it comes about that in the intervals of a busy 
life the task was attempted and was completed this year, and I 
can only say that never before have I had such a strong con- 
viction of the special inspiration of the Evangelists for their 
sacred duty. 

At times the difficulties loomed large, but in a wonderful 
way they yielded to prayerful thought and study, so that what 
often seemed on the surface to be contradictory statements, 
eventually merged into a unity which undoubtedly pervades 
this most sacred of all histories. 

I do not claim that the work is free from blemish, nor do I 
presumptuously suppose that the chronological arrangement is 
final. The absolute order of the events probably never will be 


known. Conflicting theories are still, and ever will be rife, 
ix 
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over time, place, event, and saying. One can only listen to 
them, and then adopt what one is led to believe as the truth. 
Whether critics will agree with this work or not, I cannot tell. 
It may at least be used as the basis for further study, and 
probably the drawing of other conclusions than mine. The 
fact remains that by far the largest and most important parts 
of the Gospel narrative are in such perfect harmony that only 
in the rarest cases have any words to be relegated to the margin 
as differing or even redundant. 

This work is constructed from the text of the Authorised 
Version. 

Differences of first-rate importance between the readings of 
the Authorised and the Revised Versions are described by Dr. 
Kenyon as comparatively few. These are duly noted. 

The titles of the sections, and the sources in the Gospels from 
whence they are derived, are clearly printed in the margin. 

No word of any importance is omitted. All the language of 
the Four is incorporated. Only where redundance compels 
have any words been relegated to the margin. Old Testament 
quotations are printed in heavy type, and the source indicated. 
Any miracle, parable, or leading subject can be traced in the 
index, and in a few moments all that the Four have to say may 
be seen at one glance. 

As far as possible single testimonies have been indicated 
in the midst of the composite parts between single inverted 
commas followed by the initial of the Evangelist. 

The life, doings, and sayings of our Lord may be read through 
in one consecutive story, in which the part that any one Evan- 
gelist supplies may be fully traced by comparing this with any 
single Gospel. 

My object has been to help the student, teacher, and preacher, 
If I had not proved the help of the work in all three depart- 
ments I would not have dared to publish it. 

I must confess that the stories of Bartimzeus—and the two blind 
men—and whether the events happened on going in or coming 
out of Jericho, caused me the greatest trouble of all. But after 
patiently weighing and sifting the evidence for one miracle or 
two, alongside of the text, I was eventually bound in my con- 
science—by the principles of the Gospel canon—to adopt the 
arrangement to be found in these pages. 

It is a particularly debatable point whether the narrative re 
Beelzebub (pp. 43-44) ought to stand as a single account in that

position, or whether it should follow in St. Luke’s order on 
p. 82, or whether there should be two different accounts in these 
respective positions. 

The Sermon on the Mount has been the only departure from 
the combining principle. It is so extremely uncertain whether 
the accounts in St. Matthew and St. Luke tell of one discourse, 
or two, on separate occasions (and so difficult to locate the 
second, if such there were), that I have adopted the plan of 
using parallel columns in this case. This has been done to 
preserve the separate and distinguishing features of the two 
accounts, and to aid in the interesting comparison of what, it is 
highly probable, are two distinct utterances. 

I may say that all through I have largely followed a plan 
drawn out by the late Canon Fausset, to whose ripe and pains- 
taking scholarship not a few are deeply indebted. 

I gratefully acknowledge the stimulus of the most valuable 
lectures and writings of my old tutor at Queens’, the Rev. 
A. Wright, D.D., on the subject of the Gospels. The Rev. C. H. 
Druitt, B.D., has helped me with some valuable suggestions, 
and my wife has rendered signal help in the revising of the 
text. 

The kindness of the Lord Bishop of Durham I acknowledge 
with the greatest thankfulness, and I have been encouraged by 
the interest of the Lord Bishops of London, of Winchester, and 
of Lichfield, not to mention that of numerous private friends 
—among whom pre-eminently stand my father and Robert 
Heath, Esq., of Biddulph Grange (N. Staffs.).° To me this work 
has been a striking piece of Christian evidence, and I trust that 
He of whom it speaks may be a “Living, Bright Reality” to 
many who read its pages.

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of all that hate us: to perform the mercy promised to our 
fathers, and to remember his holy covenant; the oath 
which he sware to our father Abraham, that he would 
grant unto us, that we being delivered out of the hand of 
our enemies, might serve him without fear, in holiness 
and righteousness before him, all the days of our life. And 
thou, child, shalt be called the prophet of the Highest:

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Again the next day after John stood, and two of his 
disciples ; and looking upon Jesus as he walked, he saith, 
Behold the Lamb of God! And the two disciples heard 
him speak, and they followed Jesus. Then Jesus turned, 
and saw them following, and saith unto them, What seek 
ye? They said unto him, Rabbi, (which is to say, being 
interpreted, Master,) where dwellest thou? He saith 
unto them, Come and see. They came and saw where he 
dwelt, and abode with him that day: for it was about 
the tenth hour. One of the two which heard John speak, 
and ‘followed him, was Andrew, Simon Peter’s brother. 
He first findeth his own brother Simon, and saith unto 
him, We have found the Messias, which is, being inter- 
preted, the Christ. And he brought him to Jesus. And 
when Jesus beheld him, he said, Thou art Simon the son 
of Jona: thou shalt be called Cephas, which is by inter- 
pretation, A stone. 


The day following Jesus would go forth into Galilee, 


@ and findeth Philip, and saith unto him, Follow me. Now 


Philip was of Bethsaida, the city of Andrew and Peter. 
Philip findeth Nathanael, and saith unto him, We have 
found him, of whom Moses in the law, and the prophets, 
did write, Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph. And 
Nathanael said unto him, Can there any good thing come 
out of Nazareth? Philip saith unto him, Come and see. 
Jesus saw Nathanael coming to him, and saith of him, 
Behold an Israelite indeed, in whom is no guile!

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containing two or three firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto 
them, Fill the waterpots with water. And they filled 
them up to the brim. And he saith unto them, Draw 
out now, and bear unto the governor of the feast.

When the ruler of the feast had tasted the 
water that was made wine, and knew not whence it was: 
(but the servants which drew the water knew;) the 
governor of the feast called the bridegroom, and saith 
unto him, Every man at the beginning doth set forth 
good wine; and when men have well drunk, then that 
which is worse: but thou hast kept the good wine until 
now. This beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana of 
Galilee, and manifested forth his glory; and his disciples 
believed on him.

Jesus answered 
and said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except 
a man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God. 
Nicodemus saith unto him, How can a man be born when 
he is old? can he enter the second time into his mother’s 
womb, and be born? Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, Except a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 
That which is born of the flesh is flesh; and that which 
is born of the Spirit is spirit..

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city to buy meat.) Then saith the woman of Samaria 
unto him, How is it that thou, being a Jew, askest drink 
of me, which am a woman of Samaria? for the Jews have 
no dealings with the Samaritans. Jesus answered and 
said unto her, If thou knewest the gift of God, and who 
it is that saith to thee, Give me to drink; thou wouldest 
have asked of him, and he would have given thee living 
water. The woman saith unto him, Sir, thou hast 
nothing to draw with, and the well is deep: from whence 
then hast thou that living water? Art thou greater than 
our father Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank 
thereof himself, and his children, and his cattle? Jesus 
answered and said unto her, Whosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again: but whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall never thirst; but the 
water that I shall give him shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life. The woman saith unto 
him, Sir, give me this water, that I thirst not, neither 
come hither to draw. Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy 
husband, and come hither. The woman answered and 
said, I have no husband. Jesus said unto her, Thou hast 
well said, I have no husband: for thou hast had five 
husbands; and he whom thou now hast is not thy hus- 
band ; in that saidst thou truly. The woman saith unto 
him, Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. Our fathers 
worshipped in this mountain; and ye say, that in Jeru- 
salem is the place where men ought to worship. Jesus 
saith unto her, Woman, believe me, the hour cometh, 
when ye shall neither in this mountain, nor yet at Jeru- 
salem, worship the Father. Ye worship ye know not 
what: we know what we worship: for salvation is of the 
Jews. But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true 
worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and in 
truth: for the Father seeketh such to worship him. God 
is a Spirit: and they that worship him must worship him 
in spirit and in truth. The woman saith unto him, I 
know that Messias cometh, which is called Christ: when 
he is come, he will tell us all things. Jesus saith unto 
her, I that speak unto thee am he. 

And upon this came his disciples, and marvelled that 
he talked with the woman: yet no man said, What 
seekest thou? or, Why talkest thou with her? The 
woman then left her waterpot, and went her way into 
the city, and saith to the men, Come, see a man, which 
told me all things that ever I did: is not this the Christ? 
Then they went out of the city, and came unto him. 

In the meanwhile his disciples prayed him, saying, 
Master, eat, But he said unto them, I have meat to eat 
that ye know not of. Therefore said the disciples one to 
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another, Hath any man brought him ought to eat? Jesus 
saith unto them, My meat is to do the will of him that 
sent me, and to finish his work. Say not ye, There are 
yet four months, and then cometh harvest? behold, I say 
unto you, Lift up your eyes, and look on the fields ; for 
they are white already to harvest. And he that reapeth 
receiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto life eternal : 
that both he that soweth and he that reapeth may rejoice 
together. And herein is that saying true, One soweth, 
and another reapeth. I sent you to reap that whereon 
ye bestowed no labour: other men laboured, and ye are 
entered into their labours. 

And many of the Samaritans of that city believed on 
him for the saying of the woman, which testified, He told 
me all that ever I did. So when the Samaritans were 
come unto him, they besought him that he would tarry 
with them: and he abode there two days. And many 
more believed because of his own word; and said unto 
the woman, Now we believe, not because of thy saying : * 
for we have heard him + ourselves, and know that this is 
indeed [the Christ, ] the Saviour of the world. [R.V. omits.) 


Now after two days he departed thence, and went into departs ito 
Galilee. For Jesus himself testified, that a prophet hath g pel ep bigthe 
no honour in his own country. 3 iv. 43-44. 


So Jesus came again into Cana of Galilee, where he Revise 
made the water wine. And there was a certain noble- man (whose. 
man, whose son was sick at Capernaum. When he heard §niss ree 
that Jesus was come out of Judea into Galilee, he went comes to 
unto him, and besought him that he would come down, Sere, ., 
and heal his son: for he was at the point of death. Then 
said Jesus unto him, Except ye see signs and wonders, ye 
will not believe. The nobleman saith unto him, Sir, come 
down ere my child die. Jesus saith unto him, Go thy 
way; thy son liveth. And the man believed the word 
that Jesus had spoken unto him, and he went his way. 

And as he was now going down, his servants met him, 

and told him, saying, Thy son liveth, Then enquired he 

of them the hour when he began to amend. And they 

said unto him, Yesterday at the seventh hour the fever 

left him. So the father knew that zt was at the same 

hour, in the which Jesus said unto him, Thy son liveth: Christ's 
and himself believed, and his whole house. This 7s again miracle 
the second miracle that Jesus did, when he was come out (wrosehtat 


of Judea into Galilee, 
* speaking. 7 LOT ub Ve 
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Visit to Jeru- After this there was a feast of the Jews; and Jesus 
ed es went up to Jerusalem. Now there is at Jerusalem by 
over. Healing the sheep market a pool, which is called in the Hebrew 
att peak tongue Bethesda, having five porches. In these lay a 
Poo great multitude of impotent folk, of blind, halt, withered, 
[R.V. inmar- [waiting for the moving of the water. For an angel went 
gin.) down at a certain season into the pool, and troubled the 
water: whosoever then first after the troubling of the 
water stepped in was made whole of whatsoever disease 
he had]. And a certain man was there, which had an 
infirmity thirty and eight years. When Jesus saw him 
lie, and knew that he had been now a long time in that 
case, he saith unto him, Wilt thou be made whole? The 
impotent man answered him, Sir, I have no man, when 
the water is troubled, to put me into the pool: but while 
I am coming, another steppeth down before me. Jesus 
saith unto him, Rise, take up thy bed, and walk. And 
immediately the man was made whole, and took up his 
bed, and walked: and on the same day was the sabbath, 

The Jews therefore said unto him that was cured, It 
is the sabbath day: it is not lawful for thee to carry thy 
bed. He answered them, He that made me whole, the 
same said unto me, Take up thy bed, and walk. Then 
asked they him, What man is that which said unto thee, 
Take up thy bed, and walk? And he that was healed 
wist not who it was: for Jesus had conveyed himself 
away, a multitude being in that place. Afterward Jesus 
findeth him in the temple, and said unto him, Behold, 
thou are made whole; sin no more, lest a worse thing 
come unto thee. The man departed, and told the Jews 
that it was Jesus, which had made him whole. And 
therefore did the Jews persecute Jesus, and sought to slay 
him, because he had done these things on the sabbath 
day. 

But Jesus answered them, My Father worketh hitherto, 
and I work. Therefore the Jews sought the more to kill 
him, because he not only had broken the sabbath, but 
said also that God was his Father, making himself equal 
with God, Then answered Jesus and said unto them, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, The Son can do nothing of 
himself, but what he seeth the Father do: for what 
things soever he doeth, these also doeth the Son likewise. 
For the Father loveth the Son, and sheweth him all 
things that himself doeth: and he will shew him greater 
works than these, that ye may marvel. For asthe Father 
raiseth up the dead, and quickeneth them; even so the 
Son quickeneth whom he will. For the Father judgeth 
no man, but hath committed all judgment unto the Son; 
that all men should honour the Son, even as they honour 
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the Father. He that honoureth not the Son honoureth 
not the Father which hath sent him. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, He that heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not 
come into condemnation; but is passed from death unto 
life. Verily, verily, I say unto you, The hour is coming, 
and now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son 
of God: and they that hear shall live. For as the Father 
hath life in himself; so hath he given to the Son to have 
life in himself; and hath given him authority to execute 
judgment also, because he is the Son of man. Marvel not 
at this; for the hour is coming, in the which all that are 
in the graves shall hear his voice, and shall come forth; 
they that have done good, unto the resurrection of life; 
and they that have done evil, unto the resurrection of 
damnation. I can of mine own self do nothing: as I 
hear, I judge: and my judgment is just; because I seek 
not mine own will, but the will of the Father which hath 
sent me. If I bear witness of myself, my witness is 
not true. 

There is another that beareth witness of me; and I 
know that the witness which he witnesseth of me is true. 
Ye sent unto John, and he bare witness unto the truth. 
But I receive not testimony from man; but these things 
I say, that ye might be saved. He was a burning and 
a shining light: and ye were willing for a season to rejoice 
in his light. 

ButI have greater witness than that of John: for the 
works which the Father hath given me to finish, the same 
works that I do, bear witness of me, that the Father hath 
sent me. And the Father himself, which hath sent me, 
hath borne witness of me. Ye have neither heard his 
voice at any time, nor seen his shape. And ye have not 
his word abiding in you; for whom he hath sent, him ye 
believe not. 

Search the scriptures; for in them ye think ye have 
eternal life: and they are they which testify of me. And 
ye will not come to me that ye might have life. I receive 
not honour from men. But I know you, that ye have 
not the love of God in you. I am come in my Father’s 
name, and ye receive me not; if another shall come in 
his own name, him ye willreceive. How can ye believe, 
which receive honour one of another, and seek not the 
honour that cometh from God only? Do not think that I 
will accuse you to the Father: there is one that accuseth 
you, even Moses, in whom ye trust. For had ye believed 
Moses, ye would have believed me; for he wrote of me. 
But if ye believe not his writings, how shall ye believe 
my words? 
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J. iv. 45. 
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And Jesus returned in the power of the Spirit into 
Galilee; and there went out a fame of him through all 
the region round about. And he taught in their syna- 
gogues, being glorified of all. Then when he was come 
into Galilee, the Galileans received him, having seen all 
the things that he did at Jerusalem at the feast; for they 
also went unto the feast. 

And he came to Nazareth, where he had been brought 
up: and, as his custom was, he went into the synagogue 
on the sabbath day, and stood up for to read. And there 
was delivered unto him the book of the prophet EHsaias. 
And when he had opened the book, he found the place 
where it was written, The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because he hath anointed me to preach the gospel to. 
the poor: he hath sent me to heal the brokenhearted, to 
preach deliverance to the captives, and recovering of sight 
to the blind, to set at liberty them that are bruised, to 
preach the acceptable year of the Lord. And he closed 
the book, and he gave i¢ again to the minister, and sat 
down. And the eyes of all them that were in the syna- 
gogue were fastened on him. And he began to say unto 
them, This day is this scripture fulfilled in your ears. 
And all bare him witness, and wondered at the gracious 
words which proceeded out of his mouth. And they said, 
Is not this Joseph’s son? And he said unto them, Ye 
will surely say unto me this proverb, Physician, heal thy- 
self: whatsoever we have heard done in Capernaum, do 
also here in thy country. And he said, Verily I say unto. 
you, No prophet is accepted in his own country. But I 
tell you of a truth, many widows were in Israel in the 
days of Elias, when the heaven was shut up three years 
and six months, when great famine was throughout all 
the land; but unto none of them was Elias sent, save 
unto Sarepta, a city of Sidon, unto a woman that was a 
widow. And many lepers were in Israel in the time of 
Eliseus the prophet; and none of them was cleansed, 
saving Naaman the Syrian. And all they in the syna- 
gogue, when they heard these things, were filled with 
wrath, and rose up, and thrust him out of the city, and 
led him unto the brow of the hill whereon their city was 
built, that they might cast him down headlong. But he 
passing through the midst of them went his way. 


And leaving Nazareth they came down and went into 
Capernaum, a city of Galilee, and ‘he came and dwelt in 
Capernaum which is upon the sea coast, in the borders of 
Zabulon and Nephthalim: that it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by Hsaias the prophet, saying, The land of 
Zabulon, and the land of Nephthalim, by the way of the 
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sea, beyond Jordan, Galilee of the Gentiles: the people 

which sat in darkness saw great light; and to them which 

sat in the region and shadow of death light is sprung up’ 

(m). From that time Jesus began to preach and to say, 

Repent: for the kingdom of heaven is at hand. And he 

taught them on the sabbath days. And straightway on His word with 
the sabbath day he entered into the synagogue and taught. pe hath nets 
And they were astonished at his doctrine, for his word was not as Soribes. 
with power, for he taught them as one that had authority, L. iv.32. 
and not as the scribes. ; 


And it came to pass, that, as the people pressed upon Miraculous 

him to hear the word of God, he stood by the lake of S7aught of 
Gennesaret, and saw two ships standing by the lake: but L- v.1-10. 
the fishermen were gone out of them, and were washing Eagerness of 
their nets. And he entered into one of the ships, which people to hear 
was Simon’s, and prayed him that he would thrust out a shore of the 
little from the land. And he sat down, and taught the lake: 
people out of the ship. Now when he had left speaking, 
he said unto Simon, Launch out into the deep, and let 
down your nets for a draught. And Simon answering 
said unto him, Master, we have toiled all the night, and 
have taken nothing: nevertheless at thy word I will let 
down the net. And when they had this done, they in- 
closed a great multitude of fishes: and their net brake. 
And they beckoned unto ¢heir partners, which were in the 
other ship, that they should come and help them. And 
they came, and filled both the ships, so that they began 
to sink. When Simon Peter saw 7#, he fell down at Jesus’ 
knees, saying, Depart from me; for I am a sinful man, O 
Lord. For he was astonished, and all that were with him, 
at the draught of the fishes which they had taken: and 
so was also James, and John, the sons of Zebedee, which 
were partners with Simon. And Jesus said unto Simon, 
Fear not, from henceforth thou shalt catch men. 


And Jesus, walking by the sea of Galilee, saw (the) two The call of 
brethren, Simon called Peter, and Andrew his brother, anon eee 
casting a net into the sea, for they were fishers. And he James, and 
saith unto them, Come ye after me, Follow me, and I will iv. 18-22. 
make you to become fishers of men. And when they had Mk i 16-20. 
brought their ships to land, they straightway left their p.nors of 
nets, and forsook all, and followed him. And going on men. 
from thence, when he had gone a little farther, he saw 
(the) other two brethren, James the son of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, who also were in a ship with Zebedee 
their father, mending their nets. And straightway he 
called them, and they immediately left the ship, and their 
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father Zebedee, in the ship, with the hired servants, and 
went after and followed him. 


And there was in their synagogue a man which had a 
spirit of an unclean devil, and he cried out with a loud 
voice, saying, Let us alone, what have we to do with thee, 
thou Jesus of Nazareth? Art thou come to destroy us? 
I know thee who thou art, the Holy One of God. And 
Jesus rebuked him, saying, Hold thy peace and come out 
of him. And when the unclean spirit had torn him, and 
when the devil had thrown him in the midst, he cried 
with a loud voice and came out of him, and hurt him not. 
And they were all amazed, insomuch that they questioned 
and spake among themselves, saying, What thing is this? 
What new doctrine is this? What a word is this! For 
with authority and power commandeth he the unclean 
spirits, and they do obey him and come out. And im- 
mediately his fame spread abroad throughout all the region 
round about Galilee. And the fame of him went out into 
every place of the country round about. 


And forthwith he arose, and when they were come out 
of the synagogue, they entered into the house of Simon 
and Andrew, with James and John. And Simon’s wife’s 
mother was taken with a great fever, and anon they tell 
him of her, and besought him for her. And when Jesus 
was come into Peter’s house he saw his wife’s mother 
laid, and sick of a fever. And he stood over her, and 
touched her hand, and rebuked the fever, and it left her, 
and he came and took her by the hand, and lifted her up, 
and immediately she arose and ministered unto them. 

Now when the sun was setting, all they that had any 
sick with divers diseases brought them unto him. And 
now the even was come ; when the sun did set, they brought 
unto him all that were diseased and many that were pos- 
sessed with devils. 

And all the city was gathered together at the door. And 
he healed many that were sick of divers diseases and cast 
out many devils; and devils also came out of many, crying 
out and saying, Thou art Christ the Son of God. And he 
rebuking them suffered not the devils to speak, because 
they knew that he was Christ. And he cast out the spirits 
with his word ; and he laid his hands on all that were sick, 
every one of them, and healed them, ‘that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by Hsaias the prophet, saying, 
Himself took our infirmities and bare our sicknesses’ (mM). 


And in the morning, rising up a great while before day, 
he went out and departed into a solitary place and there 
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prayed, And when it was day, he departed and went Prayer before 
into a desert place. And Simon and they that were with See eee 
him followed after him. And when they had found him, L- iv. 42-44. 
they said unto him, All men seek for thee. And he said 

unto them, Let us go into the next towns, that I may preach 

there also: for therefore came I forth. And the people 

sought him and came unto him, and stayed him that he 

should not depart from them, And he said unto them, I ef. M. viii. 34 
must preach the kingdom of God to other cities also; for 

therefore came I forth, therefore am I sent. 


And Jesus went about all Galilee, and he preached in Circuit 
their synagogues throughout all Galilee, and cast out S7ousn 
devils, preaching the gospel of the kingdom, and healing M. iv. ae 
all manner of disease among the people. And his fame 1, tw. 44, 
went throughout all Syria: and they brought unto him all 
sick people that were taken with divers diseases and tor- 
ments, and those which were possessed with devils, and 
those which were lunatick, and those that had the palsy; 
and he healed them. And there followed him great multi- 
tudes of people from Galilee, and from Decapolis, and from 
Jerusalem, and from Judea, and from beyond Jordan. 


And it came to pass, when he was in a certain city, Healing ofa 
behold, there came a leper to him—a man full of leprosy 1$per blazed 
—who seeing Jesus, fell on his face, and worshipped him, retires again, 
and kneeling down to him, besought him, saying unto him, yix j. 40-45. 
Lord, if thou wilt, thou canst make me clean. And Jesus, © V- 12-16. 
moved with compassion, put forth his hand and touched 
him, saying, I will; be thou clean. And as soon as he had 
spoken, immediately his leprosy departed from him, and 
he was cleansed. And Jesus straitly charged him to tell 
no man, but forthwith sent him away, and saith unto him, 

See thou tell no man, say nothing to any man, but go thy 

way and shew thyself to the priest, and offer for thy Lev. xiii. 49, 
cleansing * those things—the gift—which Moses com- 

manded for a testimony unto them. 

But he went out and began to publish it much and to Mk. i. 46. 
blaze abroad the matter, and so much the more went there 
a fame abroad of him, and great multitudes came together 
to hear and to be healed by him of their infirmities; in- 
somuch that Jesus could no more openly enter into the 
city, but was without in desert places; and they came to 
him from every quarter. And he withdrew himself into L v.11. 
the wilderness and prayed. 


And again he entered into Capernaum after some days, Return to 
and it came to pass on a certain day, that it was noised “#Pe™aum- 


* Ley. xiv. 3, iv. 10. 
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abroad that he was in the house; and straightway many 
were gathered together, insomuch that there was no room 
to receive them, no not so much as about the door. And he 
preached the word unto them. And as he was teaching 
there were Pharisees and doctors of the law sitting by, 
which were come out of every town of Galilee, and Judea, 
and Jerusalem ; ‘and the power of the Lord was present to 
heal them’ (ut). And, behold, men brought in a bed a man 
which was taken with a palsy, and they come unto him 
bringing (the) one sick of the palsy, lying on a bed which 
was borne of four. And they sought means to bring him in 
and to lay him before him. And when they could not find 
by what way they might bring him in because of the multi- 
tude, and could not come nigh unto him for the press, they 
went upon the housetop, they uncovered the roof where he 
was, and when they had broken it up they let him down 
through the tiling with his couch (the bed wherein the sick 
of the palsy lay) into the midst before Jesus. And when 
Jesus saw their faith, he said unto him, the sick of the palsy, 
Son,* be of good cheer, thy sins are forgiven thee. 

But behold there were certain of the scribes and Phari- 
sees sitting there; and reasoning in their hearts, certain 
of the scribes and Pharisees said within themselves, This 
man blasphemeth. Who is this that speaketh blasphemies ? 
Why doth this man thus speak blasphemies? Who can 
forgive sins, but God alone? 

And immediately when Jesus perceived in his spirit 
that they so reasoned within themselves, knowing their 
thoughts, he answering said unto them, What reason ye? 
Why reason ye these things, and wherefore think ye evil 
in your hearts? For whether is it easier, to say to the sick 
of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven thee, or to say, Arise, and 
take up thy bed and walk? But that ye may know that 
the Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins (then 
saith he to the sick of the palsy), I say unto thee, Arise, 
take up thy bed, and go thy way into thine house. And 
immediately he arose up before them, took up that bed 
whereon he lay, and went forth before them all, and de- 
parted to his own house glorifying God. And when the 
multitude saw it they marvelled, insomuch that they were 
all amazed, and they glorified God which had given such 
power unto men; and they were filled with fear, saying, 
We never saw it on this fashion. We have seen strange 
things to-day. 


And after these things he went forth again from thence 
by the sea side and all the multitude resorted unto him, 
and he taught them. And as Jesus passed by he saw a

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man, a publican named Levi (Matthew), the son of Alpheus, Call of Levi 
sitting at the receipt of custom, and he saith unto him, {l@tthew, ™). 
Follow me. And he left all, rose up, and followed him. poaees 
And Levi made him a great feasts in his own house. And wa ii. Me “TT. 
it came to pass, that, as Jesus sat at meat in his house, & V- 27-32 
behold, many publicans and sinners came and sat also to- 

gether with Jesus and his disciples: for there were many, 

and they followed him: and there was a great company of 

publicans and others that sat down with them. But when 

the scribes and Pharisees saw him eat with publicans and 

sinners, they murmured against and (they) said unto his 

disciples, How is it that he eateth and drinketh with publi- 

cans and sinners? Why eateth your Master with publicans 

and sinners? Why do ye eat and drink with publicans and 

sinners? But when Jesus heard that, he answering said 

unto them, They that are whole have no need of a physi- 

cian, but they that are sick. But go ye and learn what 

that meaneth, I will have mercy and not sacrifice, for I Hos. vi. 6 
came not to call the righteous but sinners to repentance. 


Then came the disciples of John (the disciples of John answers 

and of the Pharisees used to fast), and they come and say Be 
unto him, Why do we, the disciples of John and likewise M. ix. 14-17. 
of the Pharisees, fast often and make prayers, but thy pee 3. 2. 
disciples fast not—thine eat and drink? And Jesus said 
unto them, Can ye make the children of the bridechamber 
fast and mourn, while the bridegroom is with them? As 
long as they have the bridegroom with them they cannot 
fast, but the days will come when the bridegroom shall be 
taken away from them,and then shall they fast in those days. 
And he spake also a parable unto them: No man seweth 
@ piece of new cloth and no man putteth a piece of a new 
garment upon an old garment, for else the new piece, 
which is put in to fill it up, taketh away from the old 
garment and the rent is made worse, and the piece which 
was taken out of the new agreeth not with the old. And 
no man putteth new wine into old bottles,* else the new 
wine doth burst the bottles, the bottles break, the wine 
runneth out, is spilled, and the bottles will be marred and 
perish: but new wine must be put into new bottles; and 
both are preserved. 


No man also having drunk old wine straightway de- Drinking old 
sireth new: for he saith, The old is better. jee met bis act 


And it came to pass at that time, on the second sabbath ward Galileo. 
after the first, that Jesus went through the cornfields, and 4248

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his disciples were an hungred, and began, as they went, to 
pluck the ears of corn, and did eat, rubbing them in their 
hands. But when the Pharisees saw it, they said unto 
him, Behold thy disciples do that which is not lawful to 
do on the sabbath day. And certain of the Pharisees said 
unto them, Why do ye that which is not lawful to do on 
the sabbath day ? 

And Jesus answering them said, Have ye never read so 
much as this, what David did, when he had need, and was 
an hungred, and they that were with him ; how he entered 
and went into the house of God, in the days of Abiathar 
the high priest, and did take and eat the shewbread, and 
gave also to them that were with him, which it was not 
lawful for him to eat, neither for them which were with 
him, but for the priests alone? Or have ye not read in 
the law, how that on the sabbath days the priests in the 
temple profane the sabbath and are blameless? But I say 
unto you, that in this place is one greater than the temple.

And it came to pass also when he was departed thence, that 
he entered again into the synagogue on another sabbath 
and taught. And there was a man there whose right hand 
was withered. And the scribes and Pharisees watched 
him, whether he would heal him on the sabbath day, that 
they might accuse him. But he knew their thoughts, 
and said to the man which had the withered hand, 
Rise up, and stand forth in the midst. And he arose and 
stood forth. And they asked him, saying, Is it lawful to 
heal on the sabbath days? (that they might accuse him). 
Then said Jesus unto them: I will ask you one thing. Is 
it lawful to do good on the sabbath days, or to do evil? to 
save life, or to destroy it? 

But they held their peace, and he said unto them, 
What man shall there be among you that shall have one 
sheep, and if it fall into a pit on the sabbath day, will he 
not lay hold on it, and lift it out? How much then isa 
man better than a sheep? Wherefore it is lawful to do 
well on the sabbath days. 

And when he had looked round about on them with anger, 
being grieved for the hardness of their hearts, he saith 
unto the man, Stretch forth thine hand. And he did so, 
and stretched it forth, and his hand was restored whole as 
the other. 


And they were filled with madness; and communed 
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one with another what they might do to Jesus. And 
the Pharisees went forth and straightway took counsel 
with the Herodians, and held a council against him how 
they might destroy him. 


But when Jesus knew it, he withdrew himself from Jesus with- 
thence with his disciples to the sea. And great multi- oe 
tudes followed him from Galilee, and from Judea, and from pele oe 
Jerusalem, and from Idumea, and from beyond Jordan, Mic i 7-8" 
and he healed them all. 

And they about Tyre and Sidon, a great multitude, 
when they had heard what great things he did, came unto 
him. And he charged them that they should not make 


him known.

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Philip and Bartholomew, Matthew the publican, and 
Thomas, James the son of Alpheus, and [ Lebbzus] (Judas, 
the brother of James) [whose surname was Thaddzus], 
Simon the Canaanite, called Zelotes, and Judas Iscariot, 
which also was the traitor and betrayed him. These twelve 
Jesus sent forth, and commanded them, saying, Go not 
into the way of the Gentiles, and into any city of the 
Samaritans enter ye not: but go rather to the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel. And as ye go, preach, saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is at hand, Heal the sick, cleanse the 
lepers, raise the dead, cast out devils: freely ye have re- 
ceived, freely give. Provide neither gold, nor silver, nor 
brass in your purses, nor scrip for your journey, neither 
two coats, neither shoes, nor yet staves: for the workman 
is worthy of his meat. And into whatsoever city or town 
ye shall enter, enquire who in it is worthy; and there 
abide till ye go thence. And when ye come into an house, 
salute it. And if the house be worthy, let your peace 
come upon it: but if it be not worthy, let your peace 
return to you. And whosoever shall not receive you, nor 
hear your words, when ye depart out of that house or city, 
shake off the dust of your feet. Verily I say unto you, 
It shall be more tolerable for the land of Sodom and 
Gomorrha in the day of judgment, than for that city. 
Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of wolves : 
be ye therefore wise as serpents, and harmless as doves, 
But beware of men: for they will deliver you up to the 
councils, and they will scourge you in their synagogues; 
and ye shall be brought before governors and kings for my 
sake, for a testimony against them and the Gentiles. But 
when they deliver you up, take no thought how or what ye 
shall speak: for it shall be given you in that same hour 
what ye shall speak. For it is not ye that speak, but the 
Spirit of your Father which speaketh in you. And the 
brother shall deliver up the brother to death, and the 
father the child: and the children shall rise up against 
their parents, and cause them to be put to death, And ye 
shall be hated of all men for my name’s sake: but he that 
endureth to the end shall be saved. But when they per- 
secute you in this city, flee ye into another: for verily I 
say unto you, Ye shall not have gone over the cities of 
Israel, till the Son of man be come. The disciple is not 
above his master, nor the servant above his lord. It is 
enough for the disciple that he be as his master, and the 
servant as his lord. If they have called the master of the 
house Beelzebub, how much more shail they call them of 
his household? Fear them not therefore: for there is 
nothing covered, that shall not be revealed; and hid, that 
shall not be known. What I tell you in darkness, that 
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speak ye in light: and what ye hear in the ear, that 
preach ye upon the housetops. And fear not them which 
kill the body, but are not able to kill the soul: but rather 
i fear him which is able to destroy both soul and body in 
hell. Are not two sparrows sold for a farthing? and one 
of them shall not fall on the ground without your Father. 
But the very hairs of your head are all numbered. Fear 
ye not therefore, ye are of more value than many sparrows. 
Whosoever therefore shall confess me before men, him will 
I confess also before my Father which is in heaven. But 
whosoever shall deny me before men, him will I also deny 
before my Father which is in heaven. Think not that I 
am come to send peace on earth: I came not to send peace, 
but a sword. For I am come to set a man at variance 
Mie. vii. 6. against his father, and the daughter against her mother, 
and the daughter in law against her mother inlaw. And 
a man’s foes shall be they of his own household. He that 
loveth father or mother more than me is not worthy of 
; me: and he that loveth son or daughter more than me is 
Takingthe not worthy of me. And he that taketh not his cross, and 
Saga followeth after me, is not worthy of me. He that findeth 
Finding life. jis life shall lose it: and he that loseth his life for my 
‘ sake shall find it.

Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we eat? 
or, What. shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? (For after all these things do the Gentiles 
seek :) for your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have 
need of all these things. But seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteuosness ; and all these things shall 
be added unto you. Take therefore no thought for the 
morrow: for the morrow shall take thought for the things 
of itself.

And the same day, when the even was come, he saith 
unto them, Let us pass over unto the other side of the 
lake. And when they had sent away the multitude, they 
took him, even as he was, in the ship. And when he was — 
entered into a ship, his disciples followed him, and they 
launched forth; and there were also with him other little 
ships. But as they sailed, he fell asleep. And there 
arose and came down a great storm of wind on the lake, 
and, behold, there arose a great tempest in the sea, and 
the waves beat into the ship, insomuch that the ship was 
covered with the waves, so that it was now full; and they 
were filled (with water), and were in jeopardy, but he 
was in the hinder part of the ship asleep ona pillow. And 
his disciples came to him, and awoke him, saying, Master ! 
master! we perish. Lord, save us! Master, carest thou 
not that we perish? And he said unto them, Why are ye 
so fearful, O ye of little faith? Where is your faith? 
How is it that ye have no faith? Then he arose and 
rebuked the winds and the sea, and the raging of the 
water, and said unto the sea, Peace, be still. And 
they * ceased, and there was a great calm. But the 
men marvelled and feared exceedingly. And they, being 
afraid, wondered, saying one to another, What manner 
of man is this, that even the wind and the sea obey him? 
For he commandeth even the winds and the water, and 
they obey him! 


And they came over unto the other side of the sea, and 
arrived at the country of the Gadarenes,t which is over 
against Galilee. And when he was come to the other 
side and was come out of the ship, and went forth to land, 
immediately there met him out of the city a certain man 
with an unclean spirit,{ possessed with devils, exceeding 
fierce, so that no man might pass that way, which had 
devils long time, who had his dwelling among the tombs, 
and he ware no clothes, neither abode in any house, but

and chains, and the chains had been plucked asunder by 
him, and the fetters broken in pieces, neither could any 
man tame him; and always night and day he was in the 
mountains and in the tombs, crying and cutting himself 
with stones. But, behold, when he saw Jesus afar off, he 
ran and worshipped him, and* cried out with a loud voice, 
saying, What have Ij to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of 
the most high God ? (Art thou come hither to torment 
us before the time?) I adjure thee by God, that thou 
torment me not! For he had commanded the unclean 
spirit to come out of the man, and had said unto him, 
Come out of the man, thou unclean spirit. For oftentimes 
it had caught him; and he was kept bound with chains 
and in fetters; and he brake the bands, and was driven 
of the devil into the wilderness.

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Then the whole multitude of the country of the Gada- 
renes round about, when they saw him, besought him to 
depart from them, and they began to pray him to depart 
out of their coasts; for they were taken with great fear.

And he departed 
and went his way, and began to publish in Decapolis, and 
published throughout the whole city, how great things 
Jesus had done for him, and all (men) did marvel.

And when Jesus was passed over again by ship unto 
the other side, much people was gathered unto him, and 
he was nigh unto the sea. 


And, behold, there came a certain ruler, aman named 
Jairus, and he was a ruler of the synagogue ; and when he 
saw him he fell down at Jesus’ feet, and besought him greatly 
that he would come into his house, for he had one only 
daughter, about twelve years of age, and she lay a dying ; 
and he worshipped him, saying, My little daughter lieth 
at the point of death, is even now dead: but come and 
lay thy hands on her that she may be healed, and she 
shall live. And Jesus arose and followed, and went with 
him, and so did his disciples. But as he went, much 
people followed him and thronged him. And, behold, a 
certain woman, which was diseased with an issue of blood 
twelve years, and had suffered many things of many 
physicians, which had spent all her living, all she had, 
upon physicians, neither could be healed of any, and was 
nothing bettered, but rather grew worse, when she had 
heard of Jesus, came in the press behind, and touched the 
(border) hem of his garment; for she said within herself, 
If I may touch but his clothes, his garment, I shall be 
whole. And immediately her issue of blood stanched, and 
straightway the fountain of her blood was dried up, and 
she felt in her body that she was healed of that plague. 
And Jesus, immediately knowing in himself that virtue 
had gone out of him, turned him about in the press, and

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said, Who touched me? who touched my clothes? When 
all denied, Peter and his disciples (they that were with 
him) said unto him, Master, thou seest the multitude 
throng thee and press thee, and sayest thou, Who touched 
me? And Jesus said, Somebody hath touched me; for I 
perceive that virtue is gone out of me. But Jesus turned 
and looked round about to see her that had done this 
thing, and when he saw her, the woman saw that she was 
not hid, but fearing and trembling, knowing what was 
done in her, came and fell down before him, told him all 
the truth, and declared unto him, before all the people, 
for what cause she had touched him, and how she was 
healed immediately. And he said unto her, Daughter, be 
of good comfort, thy faith hath made thee whole; go in 
peace, and be whole of thy plague. And the woman was 
made whole from that hour. : 

While he yet spake, there cometh one from the ruler of 
the synagogue’s (house), saying to him, Thy daughter is 
dead ; trouble not the Master. Why troublest thou the 
Master any further? As soon as Jesus heard the word 
that was spoken, he answered and saith unto the ruler 
of the synagogue, Be not afraid ; only believe, and she 
shall be made whole. And he cometh to the house of the 
ruler of the synagogue, and seeth the tumult, and them 
that wept and wailed greatly. And he suffered no man 
to follow him, save Peter, and James, and John the 
brother of James, and the father and the mother of the 
maiden. And when Jesus came into the ruler’s house, 
and saw the minstrels and the people making a noise, he 
said unto them, Give place. Why make ye this ado and 
weep? for the maid is not dead, but sleepeth. And all 
wept and bewailed her: but he said, Weep not; she is 
not dead, but sleepeth. And they laughed him to scorn, 
knowing that she was dead. And he put them all out: 
but when the people were put forth, he taketh the father 
and mother of the damsel, and them that were with him, 
and entereth in where the damsel was lying, and he went 
in and took the damsel by the hand, and called and 
said unto her, Talitha cumi; which is, being inter- 
preted, Damsel, I say unto thee, arise.* And her spirit 
came again, and straightway the damsel arose and 
walked, for she was of the age of twelve years. And they 
were astonished with great astonishment, and her parents 
were astonished. And he commanded that something 
should be given her to eat.t And he charged them 
straitly that no man should know it, that they should tell 
no man what was done. And the fame hereof went 
abroad into all that land.

And he 
penEity. could there do no mighty work,} because of their unbelief, 
save that he laid his hands upon a few sick folk, and 
healed them; and he marvelled because of their unbelief.

But when he saw the multitudes, he was moved with 
compassion on them, because they fainted, and were 
Sheep having scattered abroad, as sheep having no shepherd. Then 
Roavepher®. saith he unto his disciples, The harvest truly is plenteous, 
fy, xxxiv.6. but the labourers ae few: pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he will send forth labourers into his 

harvest.

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Then he called his twelve disciples together, and began He sends forth 
to send them forth by two and two; and he gave them {he twelve by 
power and authority over all devils and against unclean Mk. vi 7-13. 
spirits, and to cure diseases. And he sent them to preach “ 
the kingdom of God, and to heal the sick. And he com- 
manded and said unto them, that they should take nothing 
for their journey save a staff only, neither staves, nor 
scrip, neither bread, neither money in their purse, but be 
shod with sandals, neither have two coats apiece, and not 
put on two coats. And he said unto them, In what place 
soever ye enter into an house, there abide till ye depart 
from that place, and thence depart. And whosoever shall 
not receive you nor hear you, when ye go out of that city 
and when ye depart thence, shake off the very dust from 
under your feet as a testimony against them. Verily I 
say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for Sodom and 
Gomorrha in the day of judgment, than for that city. 

And it came to pass that when Jesus had made an end 
of commanding the twelve disciples, he departed thence 
to teach and to preach in their cities; and they departed 
and went out, through the towns, preaching the gospel, 
that men should repent, and healing everywhere; and 
they cast out many devils, and anointed with oil many 
that were sick, and healed them. 


At that time Herod the tetrarch heard of the fame of derod (Anti- 
Jesus, and all that was done by him, for his name was 248),mur 
spread abroad ; and he was perplexed, because that it was the Baptist, 
said of some that John the Baptist was risen from the feats hat. 
dead; and of some that Elias had appeared; and of risen 66 
others that one of the old prophets was risen again. Mk. vi. 14-29. 
Others said, That it is a prophet, or as one of the pro- & 1% 7% 
phets. And Herod said, John have I beheaded: but who 
is this of whom I hear such things? And he desired to 
see him. But when Herod heard thereof, he said unto 
his servants, This is John the Baptist. It is John whom 
I beheaded: he is risen from the dead, and therefore 
mighty works do shew forth themselves in him. 

For Herod himself had sent forth and laid hold on John, 
and bound hini in prison for Herodias’ sake, his brother 
Philip’s wife; for he had married her. For John had 
said unto Herod, It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother’s wife. Therefore Herodias had a quarrel against 
him, and would have killed him: but she could not; for 
Herod feared John, knowing that he was a just man and 
a holy ; and he observed him; and when he heard him, 
he did many things, and heard him gladly. And when 
he would have put him to death, he feared the multitude, 
because they counted him as a prophet, And when a 
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convenient day was come, that Herod on his birthday 
made a supper to his lords, high captains, and chief estates 
of Galilee; and when Herod’s birthday was kept, the 
daughter of the said Herodias came in and danced before 
them, and pleased Herod and them that sat with him. 
And the king said unto the damsel, Ask of me whatsoever 
thou wilt, and I will give it thee. Whereupon he sware 
unto her, and promised with an oath, Whatsoever thou 
shalt ask of me, I will give it thee, unto the half of my 
kingdom. And she went forth, and said unto her mother, 
What shall I ask? And she said, The head of John the 
Baptist. And she, being before instructed of her mother, 
came in straightway with haste unto the king, and said, 
I will that thou give me here, by and by, the head of 
John the Baptist in a charger. And the king was ex- 
ceeding sorry; yet for his oath’s sake, and for their sakes 
which sat with him at meat, he would not reject her, and 
commanded it to be given her. 

And immediately the king sent an executioner, and 
commanded his head to be brought; and he went and 
beheaded him in the prison, and brought his head in a 
charger, and gave it to the damsel, and the damsel 
brought and gave it to her mother. And when his dis- 
ciples heard of it, they came and took up the body,* and 
buried it, and laid it in a tomb, and went and told Jesus. 


After these things, when Jesus heard of it, he departed 


. thence by ship into a desert place apart, and went over 


the sea of Galilee, which is the sea of Tiberias. And 
when the people had heard thereof, and knew it, they 
followed him on foot out of the cities. And the apostles, 
when they were returned, gathered themselves together 
unto Jesus, and they told him all things, both what they 
had done and what they had taught. And he said unto 
them, Come ye yourselves apart into a desert place, and 
rest awhile. For there were many coming and going, and 
they had no leisure so much as to eat. And he took 
them by ship, and they departed and went aside privately 
into a desert place belonging to the city called Bethsaida. 
And the people (a great multitude) saw them departing, 
and many knew him, and ran afoot thither out of all 
cities, and outwent them, and came together unto him, 
because they saw his miracles which he did on them that 
were diseased. And Jesus went up into a mountain, and 
there he sat with his disciples. And the passover, a feast 
of the Jews, was nigh. And Jesus went forth, and when 
he came out and saw much people, a great multitude, he 
was moved with compassion toward them, and received 
them, because they were as sheep not having a shepherd :

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and he began to teach them many things, and spake unto 
them of the kingdom of God; and he healed their sick, 
and them that had need of healing. And when the day 
began to wear away (was now far spent), and it was 
evening, then came his twelve disciples and said unto him, 
This is a desert place, and the time is now far past; send 
the multitude away, that they may go into the towns and 
villages, and country round about, and lodge, and buy 
themselves bread, and get themselves victuals, for they 
have nothing to eat, and we are here in a desert place. 
But Jesus answered and said unto them, They need not 
depart; give ye them to eat. 

And they say unto him, Shall we go and buy two hun- 
dred pennyworth of bread, and give them to eat? When 
Jesus then lifted up his eyes, and saw a great company 
come unto him, he saith unto Philip, Whence shall we 
buy bread, that these may eat? And this he said to prove 
him, for he himself knew what he would do. Philip 
answered him, Two hundred pennyworth of bread is not 
sufficient for them, that every one of them may take a 
little. He saith unto them, How many loaves have ye? 
Go and see. One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter’s 
brother, saith unto him, There is a lad here which hath 
five barley loaves and two small fishes: and when they 
knew, they said, We have here no more, but five loaves 
and two fishes; but what are they among so many? ex- 
cept we should go and buy meat for all this people. He 
said, Bring them hither to me. And he commanded them 
to make all the multitude sit down by companies on the 
green grass. And Jesus said, Make the men sit down by 
fifties in a company. And they did so, and made them 
all sit down, and they sat down in ranks, by hundreds 
and by fifties. Now there was much grass in the place. 
So the men sat down, in number about five thousand. 
And when he had taken the five loaves and the two fishes, 
he looked up to heaven, and blessed and brake the loaves, 
and when he had given thanks, he gave to the disciples 
‘to set before the multitude, and he brake the loaves and 
distributed to the disciples, and the disciples to them that 
were set down ; and likewise of the two fishes divided he 
among them all, as much as they would. And they did 
all eat, and were filled. 

When they were filled, he saith unto his disciples, 
Gather up the fragments that remain, that nothing be 
lost. Therefore they gathered them together, and there 
was taken up of fragments that remained to them, and 
of the fishes, twelve'baskets full. And they filled twelve 
baskets with the fragments of the five barley loaves, which 
remained over and above unto them that had eaten. And 
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they that had eaten of the loaves were about five thousand 
men, beside women and children. Then those men, when 
they had seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, This is of 
a truth that prophet that should come into the world.

How long shall I be with you, how long shall I suffer you? 
Bring thy son hither unto me. And they brought him.

much that many said, He is dead’ (mk). But Jesus took 
him by the hand, and lifted him up, and he arose. And 
Jesus healed the child, and delivered him again to his 
father ; and the child was cured from that very hour. 
‘ And they were all amazed at the mighty power of God’ 
(Lt). And when he was come into the house, then came 
the disciples to Jesus apart, and asked him privately, and 
said, Why could not we cast him out?

he shall be raised again. And they were exceeding. sorry. 
For he taught his disciples, and said unto them, Let these 
Sayings sink down into your ears: for the Son of man 
shall be delivered into the hands of men. But they un- 
derstood not this saying, and it was hid from them, that 
they received it not: and they feared to ask him of that 
saying. And he departed thence, and passed through 
Galilee, and he would not that any man should know it.

behold the face of my Father which is in heaven. [For 
the Son of man is come to save that which was lost.] How 
think ye? if a man have an hundred sheep, and one of 
them be gone astray, doth he not leave the ninety and 
nine, and goeth into the mountains, and seeketh that which 
is gone astray? And if sc be that he find it, verily I say 
unto you, he rejoiceth more of that sheep, than of the 
ninety and nine which went not astray. Even so itis not 
the will of your Father which is in heaven, that one of 
these little ones should perish’ (m). And whosoever shall 
offend one of these little ones that believe in me, it is 
better for him that a millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and he were cast into, and drowned in the depth of 
the sea. Woe unto the world, because of offences! For 
it must needs be that offences come ; but woe to that man 
by whom the offence cometh! Wherefore, if thy hand 
offend thee, cut it off: it is better for thee to enter into 
life maimed, than having two hands to go into hell, into 
the fire that never shall be quenched : [where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not quenched]. And if thy foot 
offend thee, cut it off: it is better for thee to enter halt 
into life, than having two feet to be cast into hell, into 
the fire that never shall be quenched: [where their worm 
dieth not, and the fire is not quenched ]. And if thine 
eye offend thee, pluck it out, and cast it from thee: it is 
better for thee to enter into life, into the kingdom of God, 
with one eye, than having two eyes to be cast into hell 
fire: ‘where their worm dieth not, and the fire is not 
quenched. For every one shall be salted with fire, [and 
every sacrifice shall be salted with salt]. Salt ¢s good: 
but if the salt have lost his saltness, wherewith will ye 
season it? Have salt in yourselves, and have peace one 
with another ’ (mx). 


And John answered him, saying, Master, we saw one 
casting out devils in thy name, and he followeth not us: 
and we forbade him, because he followeth not with us, 


_ But Jesus said unto him, Forbid him not: for there is no 


man which shall do a miracle in my name that can lightly 
speak evil of me. For he that is not against us is (for us) 
on our part. For whosoever shall give you a cup of water 
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to drink in my name, because ye belong to Christ, verily 
I say unto you, he shall not lose his reward. 


Moreover, if thy brother shall trespass against thee, Jesus pro- 
go and tell him his fault between thee and him alone: if ena et 
he shall hear thee, thou hast gained thy brother. But if offences. 
he will not hear thee, then take with thee one or two more, "~ bos 
that in the mouth of two or three witnesses every word Deut. xix. 15. 
may be established. And if he shall neglect to hear them, 
tell 7 unto the church: but if he neglect to hear the 
church, let him be unto thee as an heathen man and a 
publican. Verily I say unto you, Whatsoever ye shall 
bind on earth shall be bound in heaven: and whatsoever 
ye shall loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven. Again 
I say unto you, That if two of you shall agree on earth as 
touching any thing that they shall ask, it shall be done 
for them of my Father which is in heaven. For where two 
or three are gathered together in my name, there am I in 
the midst of them. 

Then came Peter to him, and said, Lord, how oft shall 
my brother sin against me, and I forgive him? till seven 
times? Jesus saith unto him, I say not unto thee, Until 
seven times: but, Until seventy times seven. 

Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened unto a Theparableiof 
certain king, which would take account of his servants, #2¢ unmerci- 
And when he had begun to reckon, one was brought unto Ten thousand 
him, which owed him ten thousand talents. But foras- lee 
much as he had not to pay, his lord commanded him to be 
sold, and his wife, and children, and all that he had, and 
payment to be made. The servant therefore fell down, and 
worshipped him, saying, Lord, have patience with me, and 
I will pay thee all. Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed him, and forgave him 
the debt. But the same servant went out, and found one 
of his fellowservants, which owed him an hundred pence: 
and he laid hands on him, and took him by the throat, 
saying, Pay me that thou owest. And his fellowservant 
fell down at his feet, and besought him, saying, Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. And he would 
not: but went and cast him into prison, till he should pay 
the debt. So when his fellowservants saw what was done, 
they were very sorry, and came and told unto their lord 
all that was done. Then his lord, after that he had called 
him, said unto him, O thou wicked servant, I forgave thee 
all that debt, because thou desiredst me: shouldest not 
thou also have had compassion on thy fellowservant, even 
as I had pity on thee? And his lord was wroth, and de- 
livered him to the tormentors, till he should pay all that 
was due unto him. So likewise shall my heavenly Father

middie of the Now the Jews’ feast of tabernacles was at hand. His 
Tabernacles brethren therefore said unto him, Depart hence, and go 
re ee in into Judea, that thy disciples also may see the works that

secret, and he himself seeketh to be known openly. If 
thou do these things, shew thyself to the world. For 
neither did his brethren believe in him. Then Jesus said 
My timenot unto them, My time is not yet come: but your time is 
yetcome. alway ready.

The 
people answered and said, Thou hast a devil: who goeth 
about to kill thee? Jesus answered and said unto them, 
I have done one work, and ye all marvel. Moses there- 
fore gave unto you circumcision; (not because it is of 
Moses, but of the fathers ;) and ye on the sabbath day 
circumcise aman. If aman on the sabbath day receive 
circumcision, that the law of Moses should not be broken ;

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unto him. Do the rulers know indeed that this is the:very 
Christ? Howbeit we know this man whence he is: but 
when Christ cometh, no man knoweth whence he is. Then 
cried Jesus in the temple as he taught, saying, Ye both 
know me, and ye know whence I am: and Iam not come of 
myself, but he that sent me is true, whom ye know not. 
But I know him: for I am from him, and he hath sent me. 
Then they sought to take him: but no man laid hands on. 
him, because his hour was not yet come. And many of the 
people believed on him, and said, When Christ cometh, will 
he do more miracles than these which this man hath done ? 
The Pharisees heard that the people murmured such 
things concerning him ; and the Pharisees and the chief 
priests sent officers to take him. Then said Jesus unto 
them, Yet a little while am I with you, and then I go 
unto him that sent me. Ye shall seek me, and shall not 
find me: and where I am, thither ye cannot come. Then 
said the Jews among themselves, Whither will he go, that 
we shall not find him? will he go unto the dispersed 
among the Gentiles, and teach the Gentiles?

J. viii. 12-59. sees therefore said unto him, Thou bearest record of 
thyself ; thy record is not true. Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Though I bear record of myself, yet my record 
is true: for I know whence I came, and whither I go; 
but ye cannot tell whence I come, and whitherI go. Ye 
judge after the flesh; I judge no man. And yet if I 
judge, my judgment is true: for I am not alone, but I and 
the Father that sent me. It is also written in your law, 
that the testimony of two men is true. I am one that 
bear witness of myself, and the Father that sent me 
beareth witness of me. Then said they unto him, Where 
is thy Father? Jesus answered, Ye neither know me, 
nor my Father: if ye had known me, ye should have 
known my Father also. These words spake Jesus in the 
treasury, as he taught in the temple; and no man laid 
hands on him; for his hour was not yet come. Then said 
Jesus again unto them, I go my way, and ye shall seek 
me, and shall die in your sins: whither I go, ye cannot 
come. Then said the Jews, Will he kill himself? because 
he saith, Whither I go, ye cannot come. And he saith 
unto them, Ye are from beneath; I am from above: ye 
are of this world; I am not of this world.

fore unto you, that ye shall die in your sins: for if ye 

believe not that I am he, ye shall die in your sins. Then 

said they unto him, Who art thou?

but he that sent me is true; and I speak to the world 

those things which I have heard of him. They under- 

stood not that he spake to them of the Father. Then 

said Jesus unto them, When ye have lifted up the Son of 

man, then shall ye know that I am he, and that I do 

nothing of myself; but as my Father hath taught me, I 

speak these things.

The servant 

And the servant abideth not in the house for ever: but °f*™ 

the Son abideth ever. If the Son therefore shall make 

you free, ye shall be free indeed. I know that ye are 

Abraham’s seed ; but ye seek to kill me, because my word 

hath no place in you. I speak that which I have seen 

with my Father: and ye do that which ye have seen with 

your father. They answered and said unto him, Abraham 

is our father. Jesus saith unto them, If ye were Abra- 

ham’s children, ye would do the works of Abraham. But 

now ye seek to kill me, a man that hath told you the 

truth, which I have heard of God: this did not Abraham. 

Ye do the deeds of your father. Then said they to him, 

We be not born of fornication: we have one Father, even 

God. Jesus said unto them, If God were your Father, ye 

would love me: for I proceeded forth and came from God ; 

neither came I of myself, but he sent me. Why do ye 

not understand my speech; even because ye cannot hear 

my word. Ye are of your father the devil, and the lusts 

of your father ye will do. He was a murderer from the 

beginning, and abode not in the truth, because there is no 

truth in him. When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of 

his own: for he is a liar, and the father of it. And be- 

cause I tell you the truth, ye believe me not.

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we not well that thou art a Samaritan, and hast a devil? 
Jesus answered, I have not a devil; but I honour my 
Father, and ye do dishonour me. And I seek not mine 
own glory: there is one that seeketh and judgeth. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, If a man keep my saying, he shall 
never see death. Then said the Jews unto him, Now we 
know that thou hast a devil. Abraham is dead, and the 
prophets ; and thou sayest, If a man keep my saying, he 
shall never taste of death. Art thou greater than our 
father Abraham, which is dead? and the prophets are 
dead: whom makest thou thyself? Jesus answered, If I 
honour myself, my honour is nothing: it is my Father 
that honoureth me; of whom ye say, that he is your God: 
yet ye have not known him; but I know him: and if I 
should say, I know him not, I shall be a liar like unto 
you: but I know him, and keep his saying. Your father 
Abraham rejoiced to see my day ; and he saw 7, and was 
glad. Then said the Jews unto him, Thou art not yet 
fifty years old, and hast thou seen Abraham? Jesus said 
unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Before Abraham 
was, lam. Then took they up stones to cast at him: but 
Jesus hid himself, and went out of the temple, [going 
through the midst of them, and so passed by]. 


And as Jesus passed by, he saw a man which was blind 
from his birth. And his disciples asked him, saying, 
Master, who did sin, this man, or his parents, that he was 
born blind? Jesus answered, Neither hath this man 
sinned, nor his parents: but that the works of God should 
be made manifest in him. I must work the works of him 
that sent me, while it is day: the night cometh, when no 
man can work. As long as I am in the world, I am the 
light of the world. When he had thus spoken, he spat on 
the ground, and made clay of the spittle, and he anointed 
the eyes of the blind man with the clay, and said unto 
him, Go, wash in the pool of Siloam, (which is by inter- 
pretation, Sent). He went his way therefore, and washed, 
and came seeing. 

The neighbours therefore, and they which before had 
seen him that he was blind, said, Is not this he that sat 
and begged? Some said, This is he: others sadd, He is 
like him: but he said, Iam he. Therefore said they unto 
him, How were thine eyes opened? He answered and 
said, A man that is called Jesus made clay, and anointed 
mine eyes, and said unto me, Go to the pool of Siloam, and 
wash ; and I went and washed, and I received sight. Then 
said they unto him, Where is he? He said, I know not. 

They brought to the Pharisees him that aforetime was 
blind. And it was the sabbath day when Jesus made the 
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clay, and opened his eyes. Then again the Pharisees also. 
asked him how he had received his sight. He said unto 

them, He put clay upon mine eyes, and I washed, and do 

see. Therefore said some of the Pharisees, This man is 

not of God, because he keepeth not the sabbath day. 
Others said, How can a man that is a sinner do such 
miracles? And there was a division among them. They 

say unto the blind man again, What sayest thou of him, 

that he hath opened thine eyes? He said, He isa prophet. 

But the Jews did not believe concerning him, that he had 

been blind, and received his sight, until they called the 
parents of him that had received his sight. And they 
asked them, saying, Is this your son, who ye say was born 

blind ? how then doth he now see? His parents answered 

them and said, We know that this is our son, and that he 

was born blind: but by what means he now seeth, we 

know not ; or who hath opened his eyes, we know not: 

he is of age; ask him: he shall speak for himself. These 

words spake his parents, because they feared the Jews: 

for the Jews had agreed already, that if any man did con- 

fess that he was Christ, he should be put out of the syna- 
gogue. Therefore said his parents, He is of age; ask him. 

Then again called they the man that was blind, and said 

unto him, Give God the praise: we know that this man 

is a sinner. He answered and said, Whether he be a 
sinner or no, I know not: one thing I know, that, whereas one thing I 
I was blind, now I see. Then said they to him again, pnb ae 
What did he do to thee? how opened he thine eyes? He 
answered them, I have told you already, and ye did not 
hear ; wherefore would you hear it again? will ye also be 
his disciples? Then they reviled him, and said, Thou art 
his disciple ; but we are Moses’ disciples. We know that 
God spake unto Moses: as for this fellow, we know not 
from whence he is. The man answered and said unto 
them, Why herein is a marvellous thing, that ye know 
not from whence he is, and yet he hath opened mine eyes. 
Now we know that God heareth not sinners: but if any 
man be a worshipper of God, and doeth his will, him he 
heareth. Since the world began was it not heard that 
any man opened the eyes of one that was born blind. If 
this man were not of God, he could do nothing. They 
answered and said unto him, Thou wast altogether born in 
sins, and dost thou teach us? And they cast him out. Jesus 
heard that they had cast him out; and when he had found 
him, he said unto him, Dost thou believe on the Son of 
God? He answered and said, Who is he, Lord, that I 
might believe on him? And Jesus said unto him, Thou 
hast both seen him, and it is he that talketh with thee. 
And he said, Lord, I believe, And he worshipped him.

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And Jesus said, For judgment I am come into this 
world, that they which see not might see; and that they 
which see might be made blind. And some of the Phari- 
sees which were with him heard these words, and said 
unto him, Are we blind also? Jesus said unto them, If 
ye were blind, ye should have no sin: but now ye say, We 
see; therefore your sin remaineth. 


Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth not by 
the door into the sheepfold, but climbeth up some other 
way, the same is a thief and a robber, But he that en- 
tereth in by the door is the shepherd of the sheep. To 
him the porter openeth; and the sheep hear his voice: 
and he calleth his own sheep by name, and leadeth them 
out. And when he putteth forth his own sheep, he goeth 
before them, and the sheep follow him: for they know his 
voice. And a stranger will they not follow, but will flee 
from him: for they know not the voice of strangers. This 
parable spake Jesus unto them: but they understood not 
what things they were which he spake unto them. Then 
said Jesus unto them again, Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Iam the door of the sheep. All that ever came before 
me are thieves and robbers: but the sheep did not hear 
them. Iam the door: by me if any man enter in, he 
shall be saved, and shall go in and out, and find pasture. 
The thief cometh not, but for to steal, and to kill, and to 
destroy: Iam come that they might have life, and that 
they might have 7¢ more abundantly. I am the good 
shepherd: the good shepherd giveth his life for the sheep. 
But he that is an hireling, and not the shepherd, whose 
own the sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth: and the wolf catcheth them, and 
seattereth the sheep. The hireling fleeth, because he is 
an hireling, and careth not for the sheep. Iam the good 
shepherd, and know my sheep, and am known of mine. 
As the Father knoweth me, even so know I the Father: 
and I lay down my life for the sheep.. And other sheep I 
have, which are not of this fold: them also I must bring, 
and they shall hear my voice ; and there shall be one fold, 
and one shepherd. Therefore doth my Father love me, 
because I lay down my life, that I might take it again. No 
man taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself. I 
have power to lay it down, and I have power to take it 
again. This commandment have I received of my Father. 

There was a division therefore again among the Jews 
for these sayings. And many of them said, He hath a 
devil, and is mad; why hear ye him? Others said, These 
are not the words of him that hath a devil. Can a devil 
open the eyes of the blind ?

And, behold, there was a woman which had a spirit of 
infirmity eighteen years, and was bowed together, and 
could in no wise lift up herself. And when Jesus saw her, 
he called her to him, and said unto her, Woman, thou art 
loosed from thine infirmity. And he laid his hands on 
her : and immediately she was made straight, and glorified 
God. And the ruler of the synagogue answered with in- 
dignation, because that Jesus had healed on the sabbath 
day, and said unto the people, There are six days in which 
men ought to work: in them therefore come and be 
healed, and not on the sabbath day.

And ought not 
this woman, being a daughter of Abraham, whom Satan 
hath bound, lo, these eighteen years, be loosed from this 
bond on the sabbath day? And when he had said these 
things, all his adversaries were ashamed: and all the 
people rejoiced for all the glorious things that were done 
by him. 


And it was at Jerusalem the feast of the dedication, 
and it was winter, And Jesus walked in the temple in 
Solomon’s porch. Then came the Jews round about him, 
and said unto him, How long dost thou make us to doubt ? 
If thou be the Christ, tell us plainly. Jesus answered 
them, I told you, and ye believed not: the works that I 
do in my Father’s name, they bear witness of me.

Now a certain man was sick, named Lazarus, of Bethany, Sickness of 
the town of Mary and her sister Martha. (It was that 1@247™S 
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Mary which anointed the Lord with ointment, and wiped 
his feet with her hair, whose brother Lazarus was sick.) 
Therefore his sisters sent unto him, saying, Lord, behold, 
he whom thou lovest is sick. When Jesus heard that, he 
said, This sickness is not unto death, but for the glory of 
God, that the Son of God might be glorified thereby. Now 
Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, and Lazarus. When 
he had heard therefore that he was sick, he abode two 
days still in the same place where he was. 


The same day there came certain of the Pharisees, 
saying unto him, Get thee out, and depart hence: for 
Herod will kill thee. And he said unto them, Go ye, and 
tell that fox, Behold, I cast out devils, and I do cures to 
day and to morrow, and the third day I shall be perfected. 
Nevertheless I must walk to day, and to morrow, and the 
day following : for it cannot be that a prophet perish out 
of Jerusalem. O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killest the 
prophets, and stonest them that are sent unto thee: how 
often would I have gathered thy children together, as a 
hen doth gather her brood under her wings, and ye would 
not! Behold, your house is left unto you desolate: and 
verily I say unto you, ye shall not see me, until the time 
come when ye shall say, Blessed is he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord. 


And it came to pass, as he went into the house of one 
of the chief Pharisees to eat bread on the sabbath day, that 
they watched him. And, behold, there was a certain man 
before him which had the dropsy. And Jesus answerin 
spake unto the lawyers and Pharisees, saying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the sabbath day? And they held their peace. 
And he took him, and healed him, and let him go; and 
answered them, saying, Which of you shall have an ass 
or an ox fallen into a pit, and will not straightway pull 
him out on the sabbath day? And they could not answer 
him again to these things. 


And he put forth a parable to those that were bidden, 
when he marked how they chose out the chief rooms, 
saying unto them, When thou art bidden of any man to a 
wedding, sit not down in the highest room; lest a more 
honourable man than thou be bidden of him: and he that 
bade thee and him come and say to thee, Give this man 
place; and thou begin with shame to take the lowest 
room. But when thou art bidden, go and sit down in the 
lowest room; that: when he that bade thee cometh, he may 
say unto thee, Friend, go up higher : then thou shalt have 
worship in the presence of them that sit at meat with 
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thee. For whosoever exalteth himself shall be abased; 
and he that humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

Then said he also to him that bade him, When thou 
makest a dinner or a supper, call not thy friends, nor thy 
brethren, neither thy kinsmen, nor ¢hy rich neighbours ; 
lest they also bid thee again, and a recompense be made 
thee. But when thou makest a feast, call the poor, the 
maimed, the lame, the blind: and thou shalt be blessed ; 
for they cannot recompense thee: for thou shalt be re- 
compensed at the resurrection of the just. 

And when one of them that sat at meat with him heard A pious senti- 
these things, he said unto him, Blessed is he that shall ™°"* 
eat bread in the kingdom of God. Then said he unto 
him, A certain man made a great supper, and bade many :

And he said unto him, Take thy bill, and sit down quickly, 
and write fifty. Then said he to another, And how much 
owest thou? And he said, An hundred measures of wheat. 
And he said unto him, Take thy bill, and write fourscore, 
And the lord commended the unjust steward, because he 
had done wisely: for the children of this world are in 
their generation wiser than the children of light, And I 
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of unrighteousness; that, when ye fail, they may receive 
you into everlasting habitations. He that is faithful in 
that which is least is faithful also in much; and he that 
is unjust in the least is unjust also in much. If therefore 
ye have not been faithful in the unrighteous mammon, 
who will commit to your trust the true riches? And if ye 
have not been faithful in that which is another man’s, who 
shall give you that which is your own? 

No servant can serve two masters: for either he will 
hate the one, and love the other; or else he will hold to 
the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. And the Pharisees also, who were covetous, 
heard all these things: and they derided him. And he 
said unto them, Ye are they which justify yourselves 
before men; but God knoweth your hearts: for that 
which is highly esteemed among men is abomination in 
the sight of God. The law and the prophets were until 
John: since that time the kingdom of God is preached, 
and every man presseth into it. And it is easier for 
heaven and earth to pass, than one tittle of the law to 
fail. Whosoever putteth away his wife, and marrieth 
another, committeth adultery: and whosoever marrieth 
her that is put away from her husband committeth 
adultery. 

There was a certain rich man, which was clothed in 
purple and fine linen, and fared sumptuously every day: 
and there was a certain beggar named Lazarus, which was 
laid at his gate, full of sores, and desiring to be fed with 
the crumbs which fell from the rich man’s table: more- 
over the dogs came and licked his sores. And it came to 
pass, that the beggar died, and was carried by the angels 
into Abraham’s bosom: the rich man also died, and was 
buried: and in hell he lift up his eyes, being in tor- 
ments, and seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his 
bosom, And he cried and said, Father Abraham, have 
mercy on me, and send Lazarus, that he may dip the tip 
of his finger in water, and cool my tongue; for I am tor- 
mented in this flame. But Abraham said, Son, remember 
that thou in thy lifetime receivedst thy good things, and 
likewise Lazarus evil things: but now he is comforted, 
and thou art tormented. And beside all this; between us 
and you there is a great gulf fixed: so that they which 
would pass from hence to you cannot; neither can they 
pass to us, that would come from thence. Then he said, 
I pray thee therefore, father, that thou wouldest send him 
to my father’s house: for I have five brethren; that he 
may testify unto them, lest they also come into this place 
of torment. Abraham saith unto him, They have Moses 
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and the prophets ; let them hear them. And he said, 

Nay, father Abraham : but if one went unto them from 

the dead, they will repent. And he said unto him, If warning of 
they hear not Moses and the prophets, neither will they peer 
be persuaded, though one rose from the dead.

And he ran 
before, and climbed up into a sycomore tree to see him: 
for he was to pass that way. And when Jesus came to 
the place, he looked up, and saw him, and said unto him, 
Zaccheus, make haste, and come down; for to day I must 
abide at thy house. And he made haste, and came down, 
and received him joyfully. And when they saw 7¢, they 
all murmured, saying, That he was gone to be guest with 
a man that is a sinner. And Zaccheus stood, and said 
unto the Lord, Behold, Lord, the half of my goods I give 
to the poor; and if I have taken any thing from any man 
by false accusation, I restore him fourfold. And Jesus 
said unto him, This day is salvation come to this house, 
forsomuch as he also is a son of Abraham.

And as he went out and departed from Jericho with his 
disciples, a great multitude followed him. 

And, behold, two blind men sitting by the way side, 
when they heard that Jesus passed by, cried out, saying, 
Have mercy on us, O Lord, thou son of David. And the 
multitude rebuked them, because they should hold their 
peace: but they cried the more, saying, Have mercy on 
us, O Lord, thow son of David. And Jesus stood still, and 
called them, and said, What will ye that I shall do unto 
you? They say unto him, Lord, that our eyes may be 
opened. So Jesus had compassion on them, and touched 
their eyes: and immediately their eyes received sight, 
and they followed him. 


And as they heard these things, he added and spake a 
parable, because he was nigh to Jerusalem, and because 
they thought that the kingdom of God should immediately 
appear. He said therefore, A certain nobleman went into 
a far country to receive for himself a kingdom, and to 
return. And he called his ten servants, and delivered 
them ten pounds, and said unto them, Occupy till I come. 
But his citizens hated him, and sent a message after him, 
saying, We will not have this man to reign over us. And 
it came to pass, that when he was returned, having re- 
ceived the kingdom, then he commanded these servants

wiped his feet with her hair; and the house was filled oe 
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with the odour of the ointment. But when his disciples 
saw it, there were some that had indignation within them- 
selves, saying, To what purpose is this waste ? 

Then saith one of his disciples (Judas Iscariot, Simon’s 
son, which should betray him), This ointment might have 
been sold for much. Why was it not sold for more than 
three hundred pence, and given to the poor? This he 
said, not that he cared for the poor, but because he was a 
thief, and had the bag, and bare what was put therein. 
And they murmured against her. When Jesus under- 
stood it, he said, Let her alone: why trouble ye the 
woman? Against the day of my burying hath she kept 
this. She hath wrought a good work on me. For ye 
have the poor with you always, and whensoever ye will 
ye may do them good; but me ye have not always. She 
hath done what she could: for in that she poured this 
ointment on my body, she is come aforehand to anoint it 
for my burial. Verily I say unto you, Wheresoever this 
gospel shall be preached throughout the whole world, there 
shall also this that this woman hath done be told for a 
memorial of her. 


Much people of the Jews therefore knew that he was 
there: and they came not for Jesus’ sake only, but that 
they might see Lazarus also, whom he had raised from 
the dead. 

But the chief priests consulted that they might put 
Lazarus also to death; because that by reason of him 
many of the Jews went away, and believed on Jesus. 


And on the next day it came to pass, when they drew 
nigh unto Jerusalem, and he was come to Bethphage and 
Bethany, at the mount called the mount of Olives, Jesus 
sendeth forth two of his disciples, and saith unto them, 
Go your way into the village over against you, in the 
which, as soon as ye be entered into it, ye shall find a 
colt tied,* whereon yet never man sat: loose him, and 
bring him unto me. And if any man say ought unto you, 
and ask you, Why do ye this? Why do ye loose him? ye 
shall say unto him, Because the Lord hath need of him,t+ 
and straightway he will send him hither. 

And the disciples that were sent went their way, and 
did as Jesus had commanded them, and found the colt tied 
by the door without in a place where two ways met, even | 
as he had said unto them: and they loose him. And as 
they were loosing the colt, certain of them that stood 
there, the owners thereof, said unto them, What do ye? 
Why loose ye the colt? And they said unto them, even

And they let them go. And they brought the colt to Jesus, 

and they put on him their clothes, and they cast their 

garments upon the colt, and they set Jesus thereon (and 

he sat upon him).

ciples at the first: but when Jesus was glorified, then 
remembered they that these things were written of him. 

The people therefore that was with him when he called The people 
Lazarus out of his grave, and raised him from the dead, ppd pet) 
bare record. For this cause the people also met him, for Lazarus. 
that: they heard that he had done this miracle. The 

Pharisees therefore said among themselves, Perceive ye The world 
how e prevail nothing? behold, the world is gone after gone after 
him’ (3). 

And 7 he went, much people that were come to the 

feast, when they heard that Jesus was coming to Jeru- 

salem, a very great multitude spread their garments and 

clothes in the way, and others cut down and took branches 

off the palm trees, and went forth to meet him, and 

strawed them in the way. And when he was come nigh 

even now at the descent of the mount of Olives, the whole 

multitude of the disciples began to rejoice, and praise 

God with a loud voice, for all the mighty works that they 

had seen. And the multitudes that went before, and that 

followed, cried, saying, Hosanna to the Son of David. Hosanna 
Blessed is the King of Israel that cometh in the name of Gav¢R0n,.WS, 
the Lord. Blessed be the kingdom of our father David, Ps. exviii. 251. 
‘that cometh in the name of the Lord. Hosanna! Peace he kingdom 
in heaven, and glory in the highest! And some of the Ps, exviii, 25. 
Pharisees from among the multitude said unto him, Glory in the 
Master, rebuke thy disciples. ‘And he answered and said “8best! 
unto them, I tell you that, if these should hold their 

peace, the stones should immediately cry out. And when 

he was come near, he beheld the city, and wept over it, He beholds

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come, and entered into Jerusalem, all the city was moved, 
saying, Who is this? And the multitude said, This is 
Jesus, the prophet of Nazareth of Galilee. 

And they entered into Jerusalem, and into the temple. 
And when he had looked round about upon all things, 
and the eventide was come, he left them, and went out of 
the city into Bethany, and lodged there. 


Now on the morrow, in the morning, as he returned 
into the city, when they were come from Bethany, he 
was hungry. And seeing a fig tree in the way afar off, 
having leaves, he came to it, if haply he might find any- 
thing thereon: and when he came to it, he found nothing 
thereon, but leaves only; for the time of figs was not 
yet. And Jesus answered and said unto it, Let no man 
eat fruit of thee, and no fruit grow on thee, henceforward 
for ever.

And they come to Jerusalem. And Jesus went into 
the temple of God, and began to cast out all them that 
sold and bought in the temple, and overthrew the tables 
of the money-changers, and the seats of them that sold 
doves, and he would not suffer that any man should carry 
any vessel through the temple. And he taught, saying 
unto them, It is written—is it not?—My house shall be 
called of all nations the house of prayer, but ye have 
made it a den of thieves. And he taught daily in the 
temple. And the blind and the lame came to him in the 
temple, and he healed them. And the chief priests and 
the scribes and the chief of the people heard it, and sought 
how they might destroy him: for they feared him, because 
all the people was astonished at his doctrine. And they 
could not find what they might do; for all the people 
were very attentive to hear him. And when the chief 
priests and scribes saw the wonderful things that he did, 
and the children crying in the temple and saying, Hosanna 
to the son of David, they were sore displeased: and they 
said unto him, Hearest thou what these say? And Jesus 
saith unto them, Yea; have ye never read, Out of the 
mouth of babes and sucklings thou hast perfected praise ?

Rabbi. But be not ye called Rabbi: for one is your 
Master, even Christ; and all ye are brethren.

But he that is 
greatest among you shall be your servant. And whoso- 
ever shall exalt himself shall be abased: and he that shall 
humble himself shall be exalted. 

But woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites !

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye devour widows’ houses, and for a 
pretence make long prayer: therefore ye shall receive 
the greater damnation. Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye compass sea and land to 
make one proselyte, and when he is made, ye make him 
twofold more the child of hell than yourselves. Woe unto 
you, ye blind guides, which say, Whosoever shall swear 
by the temple, it is nothing ; but whosoever shall swear 
by the gold of the temple, he is a debtor! Ye fools and 
blind: for whether is greater, the gold, or the temple that 
sanctifieth the gold¢ And, Whosoever shall swear by the 
altar, it is nothing ; but whosoever sweareth by the gift 
that is upon it, he is guilty. Ye fools and blind: for 
whether zs greater, the gift, or the altar that sanctifieth 
the gift? Whoso therefore shall swear by the altar, 
sweareth by it, and by all things thereon. And whoso 
shall swear by the temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
that dwelleth therein. And he that shall swear by 
heaven, sweareth by the throne of God, and by him that 
sitteth thereon. Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye pay tithe of mint.and anise and cum- 
min, and have omitted the weightier matters of the law, 
judgment, mercy, and faith: these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone. Ye blind guides, 
which strain at a gnat, and swallow a camel. Woe unto 
you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye make clean 
the outside of the cup and of the platter, but within they 
are full of extortion and excess.

Blessed is that servant, whom his lord when he cometh 
shall find so doing. Verily I say unto you, That he shall 
make him ruler over all his goods. But and if that evil 
servant shall say in his heart, My lord delayeth his coming ; 
and shall begin to smite his fellowservants, and to eat and 
drink with the drunken : the lord of that servant shall come 
in a day when he looketh not for Aim, and in an hour that 
he is not aware of, and shall cut him asunder, and ap- 
point him his portion with the hypocrites: there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. 


Then shall the kingdom of heaven be likened unto ten 
virgins, which took their lamps, and went forth to meet 
the bridegroom. And five of them were wise, and five 
were foolish. They that were foolish took their lamps, and 
took no oil with them: but the wise took oil in their ves- 
sels with their lamps. While the bridegroom tarried, they 
all slumbered and slept. And at midnight there was a 
cry made, Behold, the bridegroom cometh, go ye out to 
meet him. Then all those virgins arose, and trimmed 
their lamps. And the foolish said unto the wise, Give us 
of your oil; for our lamps are gone out. But the wise 
answered, saying, ot so; lest there be not enough for 
us and you: but go ye rather to them that sell, and buy 
for yourselves. And while they went to buy, the bride- 
groom came; and they that were ready went in with him 
to the marriage: and the door was shut. Afterward came 
also the other virgins, saying, Lord, Lord, open to us. 
But he answered and said, Verily I say unto you, I know 
you not. Watch therefore, for ye know neither the day 
nor the hour wherein the Son of man cometh. 

For the kingdom of heaven is as a man travelling into a 
far country, who called his own servants, and delivered 
unto them his goods. And unto one he gave five talents, 
to another two, and to another one; to every man accord- 
ing to his several ability; and straightway took his jour- 
ney.

Now the feast of unleavened bread drew nigh, which is 
called the passover. And it came to pass, when Jesus 
had finished all these sayings, he said unto his disciples, Ye 
know that after two days is the feast of the passover, and 


. the Son of man is betrayed to be crucified. Then assembled 


together the chief priests, and scribes, and elders of the 
people, unto the palace of the high priest, who was called 
Caiaphas, and they consulted how they might take Jesus 
by craft and subtilty, and put him to death. But they 
said, Not on the feast day, lest there be an uproar among 
the people—for they feared the people. 

But though he had done so many miracles before them, 
yet they believed not on him: that the saying of Hsaias 
the prophet might be fulfilled, which he spake, Lord, who 
hath believed our report? and to whom hath the arm of 
the Lord been revealed? Therefore they could not be- 
lieve, because that Hsaias said again, He hath blinded their 
eyes, and hardened their heart; that they should not see 
with their eyes, nor understand with their heart, and be 
converted, and I should heal them. These things said 
Esaias, when he saw his glory, and spake of him. 

Nevertheless among the chief rulers also many believed 
on him; but because of the Pharisees they did not con- 
fess him, lest they should be put out of the synagogue: 
for they loved the praise of men more than the praise 
of God. 

Jesus cried and said, He that believeth on me, believeth 
not on me, but on him that sent me. And he that seeth 
me seeth him that sent me. I am come a light into the 
world, that whosoever believeth on me should not abide in 
darkness. And if any man hear my words, and believe 
not, I judge him not: for I came not to judge the world, 
but to save the world. He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one that judgeth him: the 
word that I have spoken, the same shall judge him in the 
last day. For I have not spoken of myself; but the 
Father which sent me, he gave me a commandment, what 
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I should say, and what I should speak. And I know that 
his commandment is life everlasting: whatsoever I speak 
therefore, even as the Father said unto me, so I speak. 
Then entered Satan into Judas surnamed Iscariot, being 
one of the number of the twelve. And he went his way 
and communed with the chief priests and captains how 
he might betray him unto them, and said unto them, 
What will ye give me, and I will deliver him unto you? 
And when they heard it they were glad, and promised 
to give him money. And they covenanted with him for Thirty pieces 
thirty pieces of silver. And he promised: and from that ?* Hegghd 
time he sought opportunity how he might conveniently 
betray him unto them in the absence of the multitude. 


Now on the first day of the feast of unleavened bread, Jesus sends 
when they killed the passover, the disciples came to Jesus, to the city to 
saying unto him, Where wilt thou that we prepare? And prepare 
he sendeth forth two of his disciples, Peter and John, Passover. 19. 
saying, Go, prepare us the passover that we may eat. Mk xiv, 1216. 
And they said unto him, Where wilt thou that we pre.” 
pare? And he said unto them, Go ye into the city, and 
behold, when ye are entered into the city, there shall 
meet you a man bearing a pitcher of water: follow him Aman bear- 
into the house where he entereth in. And ye shall say unto 384 pitcher 
such a man—the goodman of the house—the Master saith 
unto thee, My time is at hand ; where is the guest- 
chamber, where I shall eat the passover at thy house with 
my disciples? And he will shew you a large upper room 
furnished and prepared: there make ready for us. And 
the disciples did as Jesus had appointed them, and went 
forth and came into the city, and found as he had said 


unto them, and they made ready the passover. 


And now in the evening, when the hour was come, he Jesus comes 
cometh with the twelve, and sat down, and the twelve 2 the evening 
apostles with him. And he said unto them, With desire the Hircget 
I have desired to eat this passover with you before I tio Ane. a 
suffer: for I say unto you, I will not any more eat oe 
thereof, until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And L. xxii. isis. 
he took the cup, and gave thanks, and said, Take this, 
and divide 7¢ among yourselves: for I say unto you, I 
will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom 
of God shall come. 


When Jesus had thus said, he was troubled in spirit: Jesus 
and as they sat and did eat, he testified, and said, fiatone of 
Behold, the hand of him that betrayeth me is with me the ee 
on the table. Verily, verily, I say unto you, That one Him, and 


of you which eateth with me shall betray me. And py xivo, 
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they began to be exceedingly sorrowful, and began to 
say unto him, every one of them, Lord, is it 1? and 
another said unto him, Is it I? And they began to 
enquire among themselves which of them it was that 
should do this thing, and the disciples looked one on 
another, doubting of whom he spake. Now there was, 
leaning on Jesus’ bosom, one of his disciples whom Jesus 
loved. Simon Peter therefore beckoned to him that he 
should ask who it should be of whom he spake. He then 
lying on Jesus’ breast said unto him, Lord, who is it? 
Jesus answered and said unto them, It is one of the 
twelve that dippeth his hand with me in the dish, the 
same shall betray me. The Son of man indeed goeth 
as it was determined and written of him: but woe unto 
that man by whom the Son of man is betrayed! Good 
were it for that man if he had never been born. Then 
Judas which betrayed him answered and said, Master, is 
it I? He said unto him, Thou hast said. ‘He it is to 
whom I shall give a sop when I have dipped it. And 
when he had dipped the sop, he gave it to Judas Iscariot, 
the son of Simon. And after the sop Satan entered into 
him. Then said Jesus unto him, That thou doest, do 
quickly’ (3). ‘Now no man at the table knew for what 
intent he spake this unto him. For some of them thought, 
because Judas had the bag, that Jesus had said unto him, 
Buy those things that we have need of against the feast ; 
or, that he should give something to the poor. He then 
having received the sop went immediately out: and it 
was night. 

‘Therefore, when he was gone out, Jesus said, Now is 
the Son of man glorified, and God is glorified in him. 
If God be glorified in him, God shall also glorify him in 
himself, and shall straightway glorify him. Little children, 
yet a little while I am with you. Ye shall seek me: and 
as I said unto the Jews, Whither I go, ye cannot come; 
so now I say to you. A new commandment I give unto 
you, That ye love one another ; as I have loved you, that 
ye also love one another. By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to another’ (3). 


And there was also a strife among them, which of them 
should be accounted the greatest. And he said unto them, 
The kings of the Gentiles exercise lordship over them: 
and they that exercise authority upon them are called 
benefactors. But ye shall not be so: but he that is greatest 
among you, let him be as the younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth serve. For whether 7s greater, he 
that sitteth at meat, or he that serveth? zs not he that 
sitteth at meat? but I am among you as he that serveth.

Now before the feast of the passover, when Jesus knew Jesus washes 
that his hour had come that he should depart out of this fect, onceein 
world unto the Father, having loved his own which were them) g loving 
in the world, he loved them unto the end.

being ended, the devil having now put into the heart of 
Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, to betray him; Jesus knowing 
that the Father had given all things into his hands, and 
that he was come from God, and went to God; he riseth 
from supper, and laid aside his garments; and took a 
towel, and girded himself. After that he poureth water 
into a bason, and began to wash the disciples’ feet, and to 
wipe them with the towel wherewith he was girded. Then 
cometh he to Simon Peter: and Peter saith unto him, i 
Lord, dost thou wash my feet? Jesus answered and said 
unto him, What I do thou knowest not now; but thou whatIdo 
shalt know hereafter. Peter saith unto him, Thou shalt chee eee al 
never wash my feet. Jesus answered him, If I wash thee if 1wash thee 
not, thou hast no part with me. Simon Peter saith unto Zot pei 
him, Lord, not my feet only, but also my hands and my Me. 
head. Jesus saith unto him, He that is washed needeth He RES Le 
not save to wash his feet, but is clean every whit: and ye ™ 
are clean, but not all. For he knew who should betray 
hin ; therefore said he, Ye are not all clean. So after he 
had washed their feet, and had taken his garments, and 
was set down again, he said unto them, Know ye what I 
have done to you? Ye call me Master and Lord: and ye 
say well; forsoTam. If I then, your Lord and Master, 
have washed your feet; ye also ought to wash one another’s 
feet. For I have given you an example, that ye should 
do as I have done to you. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 

The servant is not greater than his lord: neither he that 
is sent greater than he that sent him. If you know these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them. 

I speak not of you all: I know whom [ have chosen: 
but that the scripture may be fulfilled, He that eateth Ps. xii. 9. 
bread with me hath lifted up his heel against me. Now 
I tell you before it come, that, when it is come to pass, ye 
may believe that Iam he. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 

He that receiveth whomsoever I send receiveth me; and 
he that receiveth me receiveth him that sent me. 


Then saith Jesus unto them, All ye shall be offended eter suiting 
because of me this night: for it is written, I will smite by satan, his

abroad. But after I am risen again, I will go before you 
into Galilee. ‘Simon Peter said unto him, Lord, whither 
goest thou? Jesus answered him, Whither I go thou 
canst not follow me now, but thou shalt follow me after- 
wards. Peter said unto him, Lord, why cannot I follow 
thee now?’ (s). ‘And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, 
behold, Satan hath desired to have you, that he may sift 
you as wheat: but I have prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not: and when thou art converted, strengthen thy 
brethren’ (L). Peter said unto him, Lord, though all men 
shall be offended because of thee, yet will I never be 
offended.

And Jesus 
answered and said unto him, Wilt thou lay down thy life 
for my sake? Verily, verily, I say * unto thee, Peter, that 
this day, even in this night, before the cock crow twice, 
thou shalt deny me thrice. But Peter spake unto him 
the more vehemently, Though I should die with thee, yet 
will I not deny thee in any wise. Likewise also said all 
the disciples. And he said unto them, When I sent you 
without purse, and scrip, and shoes, lacked ye any thing? 
And they said, Nothing. Then said he unto them, But 
now, he that hath a purse, let him take 7t, and likewise his 
scrip : and he that hath no sword, let him sell his garment, 
and buy one. For I say unto you, that this that is written 
must yet be accomplished in me, And he was reckoned 
among the transgressors: for the things concerning me 
have an end, And they said, Lord, behold, here are two 
swords. And he said unto them, It is enough. 


And as they were eating, Jesus took bread and blessed 
it, gave thanks and brake it, and gave it to the disciples, 
saying, Take, eat: this is my body, which is given for 
you; this do in remembrance of me. And likewise also 
after supper he took the cup, and when he had given 
thanks, he gave it to them, saying, This cup is the new 
testament in my blood, which is shed for you, and for 
many, for the remission of sins; drink ye all of it: and 
they all drank of it. Verily I say unto you, I will drink 
no more henceforth of this fruit of the vine, until that 
day when I drink it new with you in the kingdom of 
God—my Father’s kingdom. 


I am the true vine, and my Father is the husbandman. 
Every branch in me that beareth not fruit he taketh 
away: and every branch that beareth fruit, he purgeth it, 
that it may bring forth more fruit. Now ye are clean 

* tell. 
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through the word which I have spoken unto you. Abide 

in me, and Tin you. As the branch cannot bear fruit of 

itself, except it abide in the vine; no more can ye, except 

ye abide in me. Iam the vine, ye are the branches: he 

that abideth in me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth 

much fruit: for without me ye can do nothing. If a man Without Me 
abide not in me, he is cast forth as a branch, and is Joan 2° 
withered : and men gather them, and cast them into the 

fire, and they are burned. If ye abide in me, and my 

words abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall 

be done unto you. Herein is my Father glorified, that 

ye bear much fruit; so shall ye be my disciples. As the 

Father hath loved me, so have I loved you; continue ye 

in my love. If ye keep my commandments, ye shall abide 

in my love: even as I have kept my Father’s command- 

ments, and abide in his love. These things have I spoken 

unto you, that my joy might remain in you, and that your 

joy might be full, This is my commandment, That ye 

love one another, as I have loved you. Greater love hath Greater love 
no man than this, that a man lay down his life for his Rath po man 
friends. Ye are my friends, if ye do whatsoever I com- 

mand you. Henceforth I call you not servants; for the 

servant knoweth not what his lord doeth: but I have 

called you friends; for all things that I have heard of 

my Father I have made known unto you. Ye have not 

chosen me, but I have chosen you, and ordained you, that 

ye should go and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit 

should remain: that whatsoever ye shall ask of the Father 

in my name, he may give it you. These things I com- 

mand you, that ye love one another. If the world hate 

you, ye know that it hated me before it hated you. If ye 

were of the world, the world would love his own: but 

because ye are not of the world, but I have chosen you 

out of the world, therefore the world hateth you. Re- 

member the word that I said unto you, The servant is Servant not 
not greater than his lord. If they have persecuted me, $7oater than 
they will also persecute you; if they have kept my saying, (See J. xiii. 16.) 
they will keep your’s also. But all these things will they 

do unto you for my name’s sake, because they know not 

him that sent me. If I had not come and spoken unto 

them, they had not had sin: but now they have no cloke 

for their sin. He that hateth me hateth my Father also. 

If I had not done among them the works which none 

other man did, they had not had sin: but now have they 

both seen and hated both me and my Father. But this 

cometh to pass, that the word might be fulfilled that is 

written in their law, They hated me without a cause.

If ye had known me, ye the life. ’ 
should have known my Father also: and from henceforth 
ye know him, and have seen him. Philip saith unto him, 
Lord, shew us the Father, and it sufficeth us. Jesus saith 
unto him, Have I been so long time with you, and yet 
hast thou not known me, Philip? he that hath seen me He ihek ae 
hath seen the Father; and how sayest thou then, Shew us pret pss 
the Father? Believest thou not that I am in the Father, Father. 
and the Father in me? the words that I speak unto you 
I speak not of myself: but the Father that dwelleth in 


me, he doeth the works. Believe me that I am in the 
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Father, and the Father in me: or else believe me for 
the very works’ sake. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that believeth on me, the works that I do shall he do also: 
and greater works than these shall he do: because I go 
unto my Father. And whatsoever ye shall ask in my 
name, that will I do, that the Father may be glorified in 
the Son. If ye shall ask anything in my name, I will 
do zt. 

If ye love me, keep my commandments. And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you another Comforter, that 
he may abide with you for ever ; even the Spirit of truth ; 
whom the world cannot receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know him: for he dwelleth 
with you, and shall be in you. I will not leave you com- 
fortless: I will come to you. Yet a little while, and the 

Because live, world seeth me no more; but ye see me: because I live, 
yeshalllive ye shall live also, At that day ye shall know that I am 
in my Father, and ye in me, and [in you. He that hath 
my commandments, and keepeth them, he it is that loveth 
me: and he that loveth me shall be loved of my Father, 
and I will love him, and will manifest myself to him. 
Judas saith unto him, (not Iscariot,) Lord, how is it that 
thou wilt manifest thyself unto us, and not unto the 
world? Jesus answered and said unto him, If a man love 
me, he will keep my words: and my Father will love 
him, and we will come unto him, and make our abode 
with him. He that loveth me not keepeth not my say- 
ings: and the word which ye hear is not mine, but the 
Father’s which sent me. These things have I spoken 
The Holy unto you, being yet present with you. But the Comforter, 
A a which 1s the Holy Ghost, whom the Father will send 
things to your in my name, he shall teach you all things, and bring all 
dart things to your remembrance, whatsoever I have said unto 
PeaceIleave you. Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: 
eh Yon. not as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid. Ye have heard 
how I said unto you, I go away, and come again unto you. 
If ye loved me, ye would rejoice, because I said, I go unto 
the Father; for my Father is greater than I. And now 
I have told you before it come to pass, that, when it is’ 
come to pass, ye might believe. Hereafter I will not talk 
much with you: for the prince of this world cometh, and 
hath nothing in me. But that the world may know that 
I love the Father; and as the Father gave me command- 

ment, even sol do. Arise, let us go hence. 


Our Lord’s These words spake Jesus, and lifted up his eyes to 
eee rely heaven, and said, Father, the hour is come; glorify thy 
J. XVii. Son, that thy Son also may glorify thee: as thou hast 
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given him power over all flesh, that he should give eternal This is life 
life to as many as thou hast given him. And this is life eral 
eternal, that they might know thee the only true God, 
and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent. I have glorified 
thee on the earth: I have finished the work which thou Ihave finished 
gavest me to do. And now, O Father, glorify thou me é work. 
with thine own self with the glory which I had with thee 
before the world was. I have manifested thy name unto 
the men which thou gavest me out of the world: thine 
they were, and thou gavest them me; and they have kept 
thy word. Now they have known that all things whatso- 
ever thou hast given me are of thee. For I have given 
unto them the words which thou gavest me; and they 
have received them, and have known surely that I came 
out from thee, and they have believed that thou didst 
send me. I pray for them: I pray not for the world, but 
for them which thou hast given me; for they are thine. 
And all mine are thine, and thine are mine; and I am 
glorified in them. And now I am no more in the world, 
but these are in the world, and I come to thee. Holy 
Father, keep through thine own name those whom thou 
hast given me, that they may be one, as we are. While I Thattheymay 
was with them in the world, I kept them in thy name: °¢ °¢ 
those that thou gavest me I have kept, and none of them 
is lost, but the son of perdition ; that the scripture might 
be fulfilled. And now come I to thee; and these things 
I speak in the world, that they might have my joy fulfilled 
in themselves. I have given them thy word; and the 
world hath hated them, because they are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. I pray not that thou 
shouldest take them out of the world, but that thou 
shouldest keep them from the evil. They are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world. Sanctify them 
through thy truth: thy word is truth, As thou hast sent 
me into the world, even so have I also sent them into the 
world. And for their sakes I sanctify myself, that they 
also might be sanctified through the truth. Neither pray gnrist prays 
I for these alone, but for them also which shall believe on Epics that 
me through their word; that they all may be one; as they may be 
thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they also may °"® 
be one in us: that the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me. And the glory which thou gavest me I have 
given them ; that they may be one, even as we are one: I 
in them, and thou in me, that they may be made perfect 
in one; and that the world may know that thou hast sent 
me, and hast loved them, as thou hast loved me, Father, 
I will that they also, whom thou hast given me, be with 
me where I am; that they may behold my glory, which 
thou hast given me: for thou lovedst me before the 
I 
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foundation of the world. O righteous Father, the world 
hath not known thee: but I have known thee, and these 
have known that thou hast sent me. And I have declared 
unto them thy name, and will declare zt: that the love 
wherewith thou hast loved me may be in them, and I in 
them. 


When Jesus had spoken these words, and when they 
had sung an hymn, they went out: his disciples also 
followed him ; and he went forth with his disciples over 
the brook Kedron, as he was wont, to the mount of 
Olives, where was a garden. Then cometh Jesus with 
them unto (this) place called Gethsemane, into which he 
entered with his disciples. And Judas also which be- 
trayed him knew the place; for Jesus ofttimes resorted 
thither with his disciples. And when he was at the 
place, he said unto his disciples, Pray that ye enter 
not into temptation. Sit ye here while I go and pray 
yonder. And he was withdrawn from them about a 
stone’s cast. And he took with him Peter and the two 
sons of Zebedee, James and John, and began to be sorrow- 
ful, sore amazed, and very heavy. Then saith he unto 
them, My soul is exceeding sorrowful, even unto death: 
tarry ye here, and watch with me. And he went forward 
a little further and kneeled down, and fell on his face on 
the ground, and prayed, that if it were possible the hour 
might pass from him. And he said, O my Father— 
‘Abba, Father’ (s)—all things are possible unto thee. If 
it be possible, if thou be willing, let this cup pass; take 
away, remove this cup from me. Nevertheless, not what 
I will, but what thou wilt: not my will, but thine be 
done. And he cometh unto the disciples and findeth 
them asleep, and saith unto Peter, Simon, sleepest thou ? 
What, could ye not watch with me one hour?’ Watch ye 
and pray, lest ye enter into temptation. The spirit in- 
deed is willing, but the flesh is weak. And he went away 
again the second time, and prayed and spake the same 
words, saying, O my Father, if this cup may not pass 
away from me except I drink it, thy will be done. And 
there appeared an angel unto him from heaven, strengthen- 
ing him. And being in an agony he prayed more earnestly : 
and his sweat was as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. And when he rose up from prayer 
and returned, and was come to his disciples, he found 
them sleeping again for sorrow ; for their eyes were heavy, 
neither wist they what to answer him. And he said unto 
them, Why sleep ye? Rise and pray, lest ye enter into 
temptation. And he left them and went away again, 
and prayed the third time, saying the same words. Then

cometh he the third time to his disciples, and saith unto 
them, Sleep on now and take your rest: it is enough, the 
hour is come; behold the Son of man is betrayed into 
the hands of sinners. Rise up, let us be going: behold, 
he that betrayeth me is at hand. 


And immediately, while he yet spake, lo, he that was Judas betrays 
called Judas, one of the twelve, having received a band of Peresaar:

And Judas also, which betrayed him, stood 
with them, and as soon as he had said unto them, I am 
he, they went backward, and fell to the ground. Then 
asked he them again, Whom seek ye? And they said, 

Jesus of Nazareth. Jesus answered, I have told you that 

I am he: if therefore ye seek me, let these go their way : Hye seek Me, 
that the saying might be fulfilled, which he spake, Of thelr waves 
them which thou gavest me have I lost none’ (s). Now 

he that betrayed him had given them a sign, saying, 
Whomsoever I shall kiss, that same is he; take him and 

hold him fast, and lead him away safely. And as soon as 

he was come, forthwith he came and drew near to Jesus 

to kiss him, and saith, Master, master; hail, master; and 

kissed him. And Jesus said unto him, Friend, wherefore Friend, where- 
art thou come? Judas, betrayest thou the Son of man Ste art thou | 
with a kiss? Then came they and laid hands on him and 

took him. When they which were about him saw what 

would follow, they said, Lord, shall we smite with the 

sword? And, behold, one of them which were with Jesus, 

one of them that stood by, Simon Peter, having a sword, 

stretched out his hand and drew it, and smote a servant The ear of 

of the high priest and cut off his ear. ‘ The servant's (aycbus, he 
name was Malchus’ (3).

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take me? I sat daily with you teaching in the temple, 
and ye stretched out no hands against me, and laid no hold 
Thisisyour upon me.

And the servants and officers stood there, and 
broughtin when they had kindled a fire of coals in the midst of the hall 
ee (for it was cold), and were set down together and warmed 
themselves, Peter sat down among them. And he went in 
and sat with the servants to see the end, and warmed him- 
self at the fire. Now Peter sat without in the palace beneath. 
There cometh unto him a damsel, one of the maids of the 
high priest ; and when she saw Peter warming himself she 
earnestly looked upon him and said, Thou also wast with 
Jesus of Nazareth of Galilee: This man was also with him, 
And Simon Peter stood and warmed himself. They said 
therefore unto him, Art thou not also one of this man’s 
disciples? And he denied him before them all, saying, 
Woman, Iam not. Iknowhim not. I know not, neither 
understand I, what thou sayest. And he went out into the 
porch; and the cock crew. And another maid saw him, 
and began to say unto them that stood by, This is one of 
them. This fellow also was with Jesus of Nazareth. And 
again he denied with an oath, I do not know the man.

Now the chief priests and elders, and all the council, Jesus avows 
sought false witness against Jesus to put him to death.

‘The high priest then asked Jesus of his disciples, and 
of his doctrine. Jesus answered him, I spake openly to 
the world; I ever taught in the synagogue, and in the 
temple, whither the Jews always resort; and in secret 
have I said nothing. Why askest thou me? ask them 
which heard me, what I have said unto them: behold, 
they know what I said. And when he had thus spoken, 
one of the officers which stood by struck Jesus with the Jesus struck 
palm of his hand, saying, Answerest thou the high priest bY au omtcer. 
so? Jesus answered him, If I have spoken evil, bear thou the high 
witness of the evil: but if well, why smitest thou soa g reas 
Now Annas had sent him bound unto Caiaphas the high 
priest’ (s). And as soon as it was day, the elders of the 
people, and the chief priests and the scribes, came to- 
gether, and they led him into their council. And again 
the high priest asked him, I adjure thee by the living God, 
that thou tell us whether thou be the Christ, the Son of 
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the Blessed. Tell us. And he said unto them, ‘If I 
tell you, ye will not believe: and if I also ask you, ye will 
not answer me, nor let me go’ (L). And Jesus said, Thou 
hast said: Iam. Nevertheless I say unto you, Hereafter 
shall ye see the Son of man sitting on the right hand of 
the power of God, and coming in the clouds of heaven. 
Then said they all, Art thou then the Son of God? And 
he said, Ye say that; I am. Then the high priest rent 
his clothes, saying, What further need have we of wit- 
nesses? Behold, now ye have heard his blasphemy ! 
What think ye? And they said, What need we any 
further witness? for we ourselves have heard of his own 
mouth. They all condemned him to be guilty of death: 
and they answered and said, He is guilty of death. 

And the men that held Jesus mocked him, and smote 
him. And some began to spit on him, and to cover 
his face, and to buffet him. Then did they spit in his 
face: and when they had blindfolded him, the servants 
smote him in the face with the palms of their hands, and 
asked him, saying, Prophesy unto us, thou Christ, Who is 
he that smote thee? ‘And many other things Dlas- 
phemously spake they against him’ (1). 


And straightway, when the morning was come, all the 
chief priests and the elders of the people took counsel 
against Jesus to put him to death, and held a consultation 
with the elders and scribes, and the whole council, And 
when they had bound Jesus, the whole multitude of them 
arose, and carried him away. Then led they Jesus from 
Caiaphas unto the hall of judgment, and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate, the governor. 


Then Judas, which had betrayed him, when he saw that 
he was condemned, repented himself, and brought again 
the thirty pieces of silver to the chief priests and elders, 
saying, I have sinned in that I have betrayed the innocent 
blood. And they said, What 7s that to us? see thou to 
that. And he cast down the pieces of silver in the temple, 
and departed, and went and hanged himself. And the 
chief priests took the silver pieces, and said, It is not 
lawful for to put them into the treasury, because it is the 
price of blood. And they took counsel, and bought with 
them the potter’s field, to bury strangers in. Wherefore 
that field was called, The field of blood, unto this day. 
Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by Jeremy the 
prophet, saying, And they took the thirty pieces of silver, 
the price of him that was valued, whom they of the chil- 
dren of Israel did value ; and gave them for the potter’s 
field, as the Lord appointed me. ‘And they began to

To this end was I born, and for this cause came I into 

the world, that I should bear witness unto the truth. 

Every one that is of the truth heareth my voice. Pilate 

saith unto him, What is truth? And when he had said What is 
this, he went out again unto the Jews, and saith unto “2? 


them, I find in him no fault at ail.’ 


And the chief priests accused him of many things: and Jesus accused 
when he was accused of the chief priests and elders, he Py the Jews of 
answered nothing. Then said Pilate unto him, Hearest Ms XXvii. 12°- 
thou not? (But Jesus yet answered nothing.) Behold mr. xy. 3-5. 
how many things they witness against thee: answerest 
thou nothing? And he answered him never a word, He answered 
insomuch that the governor marvelled greatly. ‘Then Bimnevera 
said Pilate to the chief priests and to the people, I find 1. xxiii. 45. 
no fault in this man. And they were the more fierce, 
saying, He stirreth up the people, teaching throughout all 
Jewry, beginning from Galilee to this place.’ When Pilate — coueay 
heard of Galilee, he asked whether the man were a Gali- eed sata s+ 
lzan. And as soon as he knew that he belonged unto eet ee Sa 
Herod’s jurisdiction, he sent him to Herod, who himself Pith 6-12. 
also was at Jerusalem at that time. 
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And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad: 
for he was desirous to see him of a long season, because he 
had heard many things of him; and he hoped to have 
seen some miracle done by him. Then he questioned with 
him in many words; but he answered him nothing. And 
the chief priests and scribes stood and vehemently ac- 
cused him. And Herod with his men of war set him at 
nought, and mocked him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous 
robe, and sent him again to Pilate. 

And the same day Pilate and Herod were made friends 
together: for before they were at enmity between them- 
selves. 


‘And Pilate, when he had called together the chief 
priests and the rulers and the people, said unto them, Ye 
have brought this man unto me as one that perverteth the 
people: and, behold, I, having examined him before you, 
have found no fault in this man touching those things 
whereof ye accuse him: no, nor yet Herod: for I sent 
you to him: and, lo, nothing worthy of death is done unto 
him.* I will therefore chastise him, and release him, 
[for of necessity he must release one unto them at the 
feast]’ (L). Now at that feast the governor released 
unto them one prisoner whomsoever they desired. And 


“ there was one they had then, a notable prisoner, named 
- Barabbas, which lay bound with them that had made 


insurrection with him, who had committed murder in the 
insurrection. And the multitude, crying aloud, began to 
desire him to do as he had ever done to them. Therefore 
when they were gathered together, Pilate answered them, 
saying, Whom will ye that I release unto you? Barabbas 
or Jesus which is called Christ? Ye have a custom, that 
I should release unto you one at the passover: will ye 
therefore that I release unto you the King of the Jews? 
for he knew that for envy they, the chief priests, had de- 
livered him. Then cried they all again, saying, Not this 
man, but Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a robber, who, 
for a certain sedition made in the city, and for murder, 
was cast into prison. ‘When he was set down on the 
judgment seat, his wife sent unto him, saying, Have thou 
nothing to do with that just man: for I have suffered 
many things this day in a dream because of him’ (m). 
But the chief priests and elders persuaded the multi- 
tude that they should ask Barabbas—moved the people 
that he should rather release Barabbas unto them, and 
destroy Jesus. The governor answered and said unto 
them, Whether of the twain will ye that I release unto

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you? They said, Barabbas. And they cried out all at 

once, saying, Not this man, but Barabbas. Away with 

this man; and release unto us Barabbas. And Pilate 
answered and said unto them, What shall I do then with 

Jesus, which is called Christ? What will ye then that I 

shall do with him whom ye call King of the Jews? They 

all say unto him, Let him be crucified. And they cried 

out again, Let him be crucified. Pilate, therefore, willing 

to release Jesus, spake again to them. But they cried, 

saying, Crucify him, crucify him. And the governor, 

Pilate, said unto them the third time, Why, what evil hath 

he done? I have found no cause of death in him: I will 

therefore chastise him, and let him go. But they cried 

out the more exceedingly, Crucify him. Let him be 
crucified. ‘And they were instant with loud voices re- 

quiring that he might be crucified’ (x). And the voices 

of them and of the chief priests prevailed. ‘When Pilate 

saw that he could prevail nothing, but that rather a tumult Pilate 

was made, he took water and washed his hands before the Publicly, .

took the reed and smote him on the head, and bowing smitten with 
their knees, worshipped him. ‘Pilate therefore went forth 2 Te 
again, and saith unto them, Behold, I bring him forth to 
you, that ye may know that I find no fault in him, Then 
came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of thorns, and the 
purple robe. And Pilate saith unto them, Behold the Behold the 
man! When the chief priests therefore and officers saw 
him, they cried out, saying, Crucify him, crucify him. 
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Pilate saith unto them, Take ye him, and crucify him- 
for I find no fault in him. The Jews answered him, We 
have a law, and by our law he ought to die, because he 
made himself the Son of God. 

‘When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he was the 
more afraid ; and went again into the judgment hall, and 
saith unto Jesus, Whence art thou? But Jesus gave him 
no answer, Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou 
not unto me? knowest thou not that I have power to 
crucify thee, and have power to release thee? Jesus 
answered, Thou couldest have no power at all against me, 
except it were given thee from above: therefore he that 
delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin. And from 
thenceforth Pilate sought to release him: but the Jews 
cried out, saying, If thou let this man go, thou art not 
Cesar’s friend: whosoever maketh himself a king speaketh 
against Ceesar. 

‘When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he brought 
Jesus forth, and sat down in the judgment seat in a place 
that is called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha. 
And it was the preparation of the passover, and about the 
sixth hour: and he saith unto the Jews, Behold your 
King! But they cried out, Away with him, away with 
him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify 
your King? The chief priests answered, We have no 
king but Cesar. Then delivered he him therefore unto 
them to be crucified. And they took Jesus, and led him 
away’ (5). And after they had mocked him, they took 
the purple robe off from him, and put his own clothes * 
on him, and they led him away out to crucify him. 


And he, bearing his cross, went forth into a place called 
the place of a skull, which is called in the Hebrew Gol- 
gotha. And as they went out and led him away they 
found a man of Cyrene, Simon by name, coming out of 
the country, the father of Alexander and Rufus, and they 
compel him to bear his cross, and on him they laid it, that 


* he might bear it after Jesus. 


‘And there followed him a great company of people, 
and of women, which also bewailed and lamented him, 
But Jesus turning unto them said, Daughters of Jeru- 
salem, weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for 
your children. For, behold, the days are coming, in the 
which they shall say, Blessed ave the barren, and the 
wombs that never bare, and the paps which never gave 
suck. Then shall they begin to say to the mountains, 
Fall on us; and to the hills, Cover us. For if they do 
these things in a green tree, what shall be done in the

Then the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took 
his garments, and parted them, and made four parts, to 
every soldier a part; and also his coat, casting lots for 
them, what every man should take. ‘Now the coat was 
without seam, woven from the top throughout: they said 
therefore among themselves, Let us not rend it, but cast 
lots for it, whose it shall be: that the scripture might 
be fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet’ (s)—which 
saith, They parted my raiment * among them, and for my Ps. xxii. 18. 
vesture they did cast lots. These things therefore the 
soldiers did. And sitting down they watched him there. 

And it was the third hour, and they crucified him. 

And Pilate wrote a title and put it on the cross, and 
they set up over his head the superscription of his accusa- 
tion written over him, in letters of Greek, and Latin, and INRI.

He trusted 
in God; let him deliver him now, if he will have him: 
for he said, I am the Son of God. The thieves also, 
that were crucified with him, reviled him, and cast the 
same in his teeth. 


And one of the malefactors which were hanged railed 


_ on him, saying, If thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 


But the other answering rebuked him, saying, Dost not 
thou fear God, seeing thou art in the same condemnation ? 
And we indeed justly; for we receive the due reward of 
our deeds: but this man hath done nothing amiss. And 
he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom. And Jesus said unto him, Verily I 


ee ay unto thee, To day shalt thou be with me in paradise. 


Now there stood by the cross of Jesus his mother, and 
his mother’s sister, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
* Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his mother, and 
the disciple standing by, whom he loved, he saith unto his 
mother, Woman, behold thy son! Then saith he to the 
disciple, Behold thy mother! And from that hour that 
disciple took her unto his own home. 


And it was about the sixth hour. Now from the sixth 
hour there was darkness over all the land until the ninth 
hour. And the sun was darkened. And about the ninth 
hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, Eloi, Eloi, 
lama sabacthani? that is to say, being interpreted, My 
God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me? Some of them 
that stood by there, when they heard that, said, Behold, 
this man calleth for Elias. ‘After this, Jesus ‘knowing 
that all things were now accomplished, that the scriptures 
might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. Now there was set a 
vessel full of vinegar’ (3). And straightway one of them 
ran and took a sponge and filled it full of vinegar, and put 
it on hyssop on a reed, and put it to his mouth, and gave 
him to drink. The rest said, Let be, let us see whether 
Elias will come to save him, and take him down. When 
Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It is 
finished. And when Jesus had cried again with a loud 
voice, he said, Father, into thy hands I commend my 
spirit: and having said thus, he bowed his head, and 
gave* up the ghost. And, behold, the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain from the top to the bottom.

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And when the centurion, that stood over against him, 
saw that he so cried out, and gave up the ghost, he glori- 
fied God, saying, Certainly this was a righteous man, 
And the earth did quake, and the rocks rent; and the 
graves were opened; and many bodies of the saints which 
slept arose, and came out of the graves after his resurrec- 
tion, and went into the holy city, and appeared unto many. 
Now when the centurion, and they that were with him, 
watching Jesus, saw the earthquake, and those things that 
were done, they feared greatly, saying, Truly this was the 
Son of God. And all the people that came together to that 
sight, beholding the things which were done, smote their 
breasts and returned. And all his acquaintance stood, Ps. Ixxxviii. s, 
and many women were there beholding these things afar Ps. xxxviii. 11. 
off, which followed Jesus from Galilee, ministering unto 
him, among whom was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James the less and of Joses, and Salome, the 
mother of Zebedee’s children ; (who also, when he was in 
Galilee, followed him, and ministered unto him;) and many 
other women which came up with him unto Jerusalem.

And he bought 
fine linen, and took him down. And when Joseph had 
taken the body, he wrapped it in the clean linen cloth, 
and he laid it in his own new tomb: a sepulchre which he 
had hewn out in stone, in the rock, wherein never man 
before was laid. And there came also Nicodemus, which 
at the first came to Jesus by night, and brought a mixture 
of myrrh and aloes, about a hundred pound weight. Then 
took they the body of Jesus and wound it in linen clothes 
with the spices, as the manner of the Jews is to bury. 
And that day was the preparation, and the sabbath drew 
on. And he rolled a great stone to the door of the 
sepulchre and departed. And the women also, which 
came with him from Galilee, followed after, and beheld 
the sepulchre, and how his body was laid. And there 
was Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, the mother 
of Joses, who, sitting over against the sepulchre, beheld 
where he was laid. And they returned, and prepared 
Spices and ointments ; and they rested the sabbath day 
according to the commandment. 

‘ Now in the place where he was crucified there was a 
garden; and in the garden a new sepulchre, wherein was 
never man yet laid.
